The  range  of  political  subjects 
really  was  Introduced  by  President 
Roosevelt  and  Winston  Churchill  in 
their  Atlantic  declaration  which  wa.s 
made  known  to  the  world  while  the 
Russians  were  still  unaware  of  Its 
content 

TREATY  OF  ALLIANCE 

The  British  Government  is  under 
obligation  under  Article  Two  of  the 
Ar'Ki—Rusalan  Treaty  of  Alliance. 
Signed  on  July  13.  “neiUvr  to 
negotiate  nor  to  conclude  an 
armistice  or  a treaty  of  peace  ex- 
cept by  mutual  agreement"  with 
Rtusla. 

This  means  that,  for  Itie  rulers  at 
the  Kremlin,  the  Roosevelt -Churchill 
statement  is  merely  an  expression  of 
opinion  which  the  Lrmdon  Cabinet 
can  only  translate  Into  a stable  and 
permanent  policy  through  winning 
the  approval  of  their  Russian 
partners— an  approval  which  may 
call  for  dlscu.ssion  and  elucidation.

The  arrival  In  Victoria  early  last  week 
of  Mi.ss  Elisabeth  Smellle,  CBE.  R R C.. 
Malrun>ln-Chter  of  the  Canadian  Army 
Nursing  Bisters,  who  has  been  assigned  to 
csrry  out  the  orKantxaiion  work  of  the 
new  corps,  marked  the  first  definite  move 
In  the  proposed  undertaking  since  De- 
fence Minister  Ralston's  announcement 
on  June  27  that  a women’s  army  corps 
would  be  formed- 

Up  to  that  time  disjointed  and  seem- 
ingly unrelated  statements  came  nut  of 
Ottawa,  each  announcement  further  con- 
fualng  citisens  who  were  patiently  en- 
dcavortng  to  piece  together  this  scattered 
biformatUm  in  the  hope  of  forming  some 
conception  of  what  the  corps  was  all 
about.

Many  years  .ago  1 determined  lo  as* 
Kemble  photographic  studies  and  records 
showing  the  growth  forms  of  the  original 
native  trees  ol  Victoria  and  ILs  environs. 
In  my  rambles  around  the  countryside 
with  that  purpose  In  view.  Mr  Anderson 
accompanied  me  and  secured  photograph*  , 
of  the  typical  types  of  trees  for  me.  and 
It  was  well  that  he  did  so.  or  I would 
never  have  learned  about  the  weird 
Indian  habit  of  splitting  fir  trees’  leader.^ 
and  converting  a single  stem  fir  tree  into 
a twin-stemmed  tree. 

Before  discussing  the  subject  of  Iwln- 
itemmed  firs  1 will  premise  by  slating 
the  following  well-known  facts  In  plant 
biology,  viz  : 

All  seeds  germinate  by  sending  a root 
down  towards  the  centre  of  the  earth  In 
positive  reaction  to  the  law  of  gravity  and 
a shoot  vertically  heavenwards  In  neg- 
ative reaction  to  the  law  of  gravity. 

In  tree  life  a great  and  very  obvious 
difference  exists  between  the  growth- 
form  of  the  broadleaf  types  of  trees  fsuch 
as  oaks,  maples,  wlllowsi.  and  that  of 
the  fir  trees 

In  the  broadleaf  types  of  trees  the 
primary  shoot  soon  ramifies  and  divides 
In  various  directions,  or  It  may  grow  In 
bush  formation,  or  even  beaome  prostrate, 
develop  eplcormle  or  other  adventitious 
growths.  In  all  of  which  cases  the  Identity 
of  the  primary  shoot  is  lost 
With  the  fir  species  It  Is  quite  different, 
for  the  primary  shoot  always  becomes  a 
central  vertical  pole  or  main  axis,  stretch- 
ing heavenwards,  and  from  this  central 
pole  aide -branches,  or  secondary  axes, 
with  Hat -shaped  foliage  possessing 
branrhleLi  radiate  and  grow  upward  at 
an  angle  to  the  main  vertical  pole 

Branches  Race  Upwards 

IF  the  central  vertical  pole  of  a fir  tree  . 

gets  broken  off.  the  slde-branchea  know 
about  It  somehow,  tor  they  race  upward 
In  competition,  to  become  the  single 
central  vertical  pole  in  lieu  of  that  which 
had  been  broken  off.  One  branch  finally 
wins  and  becomes  a new  central  pole 
with  radiating  flat-shaped  side-branches. 

If  In  the  same  way  the  central  ver- 
tical pole  Instead  of  becoming  broken 
off  is  overturned,  or  even  diverted  from 
the  perpendicular,  the  side-branches, 
especially  those  thereby  turned  to  a 


vertical  direction,  are  somehow  aware  of 
the  change  of  direction  and  rare  to  be- 
come the  new  vertical  pole  m heu  of  that 
which  had  been  overturned  or  diverted 
The  branch  nearest  to  the  ba.se  of  the 


tree,  however,  finally  wins  at  the  cost 
of  those  more  remote  which  die  off  and 
decay. 

The  above  are  facts  well  known  In  plant 
biology,  and  treated  on  In  all  works  deal- 


ing with,  at  all  events,  the  subject  of  tree 
life 

In  my  earlier  tramp<i  and  Journeying 
around  the  woodlands  in  the  vicinity  of 
Victoria  1 had  observed  many  Instances 


where  the  main  items  of  fir  trees  had 
been  broken  off.  as  well  as  those  where 
the  main  stem  ha*  ' < : r>  * and 

pellng  In  a race  for  supremacy  In  re- 
establishing a new  vertical  pole  in  lieu 
of  that  which  had  been  broken  off  or 
prostrated 

During  these  tramps  In  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Ksquimalt  harbor  I discovered 
some  fir  trees  which  exhibited  features  in 
growth  which  were  entirely  new  to  me. 
and  a puzzle  at  that. 

Stems  Are  Divided 

There  were  Ilr  Ire^s  which  had  started 
with  a single  stem,  m the  usual  manner, 
and  a short  distance  above  the  ground 
the  single  stem  had  spill  or  divided  Into 
two  stems  and  continued  as  a twin- 
stemmed  tree.  One  large  tree  had  divided 
into  five  stems,  and  as  It  was  such  a 
unique  specimen  1 fortunately  had  a 
photograph  taken  of  -it,  ax  It  was  soon 
afterwards  cut  dowm  for  cordwood 
The  twin  or  multiple  - stemmed  trees 
which  1 first  saw  were  large  and  well 
grown,  with  no  signs  of  cuttings  or  heal- 
ings having  ever  taken  place.  A lltUe 
while  after  my  having  seen  the  big- 
siemraed  trees  1 found  logs  from  two  felled 
saplings  which  showed  signs  of  having 
had  their  stems  or  trunks  split  or  torn 
apart  down  the  centre  at  .some  period 
previously  to  being  felled,  and  these  logs 
showed  some  indication  tha^  healing  pro- 
cesses had  been  about  to  ensue  when  the 
trees  had  been  felled. 

These  curious  twin  fir  trees  had  not  been 
mentioned  or  referred  to  m any  book  nr 
authority  on  tree  life  And  no  local 
authority  on  our  native  trees,  whom  I 
consulted,  had  ever  heard  of  or  seen  them 
When,  however.  1 was  accompanied  by 
Mr.  Anderson,  and  we  encountered  speci- 
mens of  the  twin  fir  tree.s,  Mr.  Anderson 
immediately  Informed  me  that  the  twin 
stems  were  the  result  of  a peculiar  habit 
of  the  youthful  aborigines  of  occasionally 
taking  young  fir  trees  and  slitting  their 
leaders  from  the  tip  for  some  distance 
down  the  stem.  The  spilt  stem  then 
continued  growth  as  a twin-stemmed  fir 
tree. 

Some  years  afterwards  Mr  Anderson 
saw  an  Instance  of  a young  fir  In  the 
East  Saanich  Indian  Reserve  with  its 
leader  recently  split  apart  and  most  kindly 
came  and  hunted  me  up  and  Ux>k  me  out 
Mid  showed  me  the  specimen,  and  enabled 
me  to  see  for  myself  And.  there  was  a 
vigorous  young  sapling  fir  aith  Its  leader 
spill  In  two  for  some  distance  down  and 
the  ends  falling  apart. 

Mr.  Anderson  now  points  to  a fir  tree 
In  Beacon  Hill  Park  which  gives  evidence 
of  having  had  Its  stem  spilt  In  two  by 
the  aborigines  In  Us  youth,  and  Is  there- 
fore a good  example  of  the  curious  Indian 
custom. 

It  seems  likely,  therefore,  that  Victoria 


has  ULiJs  tree  life  features  that  are  rare 
and  worth  preserving  and  drawuig  the 
tlon  o Isr 

Two  years  ago  a wealthy  American 
tourist  told  me  that  he  had  traveled  all 
over  the  world  and  seen  every  country, 
and  then  asked  If  there  was  anything  in 
Victoria  that  he  could  not  have  seen 
previously  elsewhere  1 replied  that  there 
were  two  ihliigs  in  VIclorta  which  could 
not  be  seen  anywhere  else  on  earth 
namely,  "Ursus  Kermodei"  and  the  "Voss 
Canoe  " He  saw  these  and  acknowledged 
that  In  VIctona  he  had  seen  quite  new 
and  essential  rarities  I could  now 
point  out  to  thLs  tourist  a specimen  of  a 
Iwm-Mem  fir  tree  which  Is  a living 
.souvenir  of  gamboLs  and  mischief  of  the 
Juvenile  native  population  of  the  country- 
side 

Mr  Anderson  also  informed  me  that 
.<iometimes  the  Indian  boys  lied  a knot  In 
the  leader  of  a young  tree,  and  sometimes 
plaited  the  stems  of  pliant  young  trees 
such  as  ernb  or  willow  Specimens  of 
such  trees  can  occasionally  be  found 
about  the  lower  part  of  the  Island,  grown 
solidly  together  In  the  plaiting  or  knot- 
ting 

Music  Sales  Greater 

The  Performmg  Right  Society,  founded 
in  1914  to  safeguard  the  interests  of 
comptMers.  authors,  and  music  publishers, 
l.s  now  to  become  a permanent  organiza- 
tion. 

This  decision  was  taken  unanimously  at 
the  annual  meeting,  when  Mr.  Leslie 
Boosey,  chairman  of  the  .society,  said  that 
Uic  music  industry  is  now  a necessity  and 
not  a luxury  trade  In  the  last  war  the 
military  authorities  assumed  at  the  out- 
set Uial  the  military  band  must  be  for- 
gotten. yet  within  a few  months  it  was 
back  In  its  old  place  The  experience  has 
been  the  same  in  the  present  w’ar.  and 
the  cry  now  Ls  for  more  mustcal  Instru- 
ments. which  in  many  cases  cannot  be 
obtained. 

In  spite  of  the  efleci  of  restricted  en- 
tertainments and  Uie  black-outs,  the  rev- 
enue of  the  society  In  this  country,  after 
nearly  two  years  of  war.  has  shown  a de- 
crease of  only  about  eight  per  cent  while 
the  decrease  in  revenue  from  all  sources 
-in  spile  of  the  loss  of  practically  the 
whole  of  the  Continent  of  Europe— is  only 
su  per  cent. 

In  the  last  war  the  sale  of  music  rose 
to  heights  never  before  known  The  ac- 
tual volume  of  music  sales  todiiy  la  greater 
than  before  the  outbreak  of  war  In  spite 
of  bombing.  black-ouU  and  paper  re.strlc- 
tions. 

One  bird  and  three  animals— ptarmi- 
gan. wea.srLs,  arctic  fox,  and  certain  hares 
are  the  only  wild  creatures  capable  of 
changing  their  plumage  or  fur  to  while 
In  Winter.

^^T^ON  T release  the  blockade  ' . . . 

I I Don’t  send  us  food"  . "We  are 
not  starving,  as  the  Oermans 
would  have  you  believe"  . . . "Hang  Laval?" 
. . . "Throw  out  Darlan"  . . . these  are  ex- 
tracts from  letters  .imuggled  out  of  the 
French  occupied  zone. 

To  the  people  of  the  occupied  countries 
of  Europe  radio  broadcasts  of  news  from 
the  United  States  bring  comfort  and  en- 
couragement And  to  those  responsible  for 
this  service  to  humanity,  the  letters  of 
their  unknown  listeners,  smuggled  out 
from  under  the  very  noses  of  their  Nazi 
conquerors,  are  an  a-wurance  that  the 
/alth  of  the  Americans  m the  people  of 
Francg  was  well  founded. 

Radio  BlaUon  WRUL.  In  Bo-ston.  broad- 
casta  news  and  commentaries  on  the 
poilUcal  situation  in  fifteen  different 
languages,  and  the  letters  of  thanks  re- 
ceived dally  from  Europe  show  that  the 
broadcasts  are  heard  In  every  country. 

And  BO  from  the  occupied  tone  of  France 
comes  the  pathetic  appeal,  "Believe  us. 
when  we  say  that  we  would  rather  starve 
than  aid  the  Germans  Do  not  send  us 
food,  the  Germans  wiU  take  it 

WRUL  broadcast*  twice  daily  to  France, 
and  gives  the  French  people  the  only  real 
news  reports  they  can  get  now.  as  the 
German  radio  noises  out  the  English 
broBdrasts. 

In  a letter  written  in  April  and  received 
In  Boston  In  June,  the  anonymous  writer 
aays.  "First  I must  say  that  I am  living 
twenty  kilometres  from  Parts,  In  the  oc- 
cupied zone,  and  I can  send  letters  from 
a nearby  town  In  the  free  gone,  where 
my  brother  Is  working.  Every  day  we  try 
to  get  your  broadcasts.  The  Vichy  radio 
isn't  pro-Oerman  but  It  ts  strictly 
watched.  1 still  dare  to  hope  that  soon 
we  will  be  free  again.  I have  Just  learned 
that  the  last  Americans  have  been  re- 
called lo  the  United  States,  and  I am 
absolutely  thrilled-  Doubtless  now  we  will 
be  severely  bombed,  but  that  wlU  be  a 
big  step  toward  the  forced  retreat  of  the 
'Boches*  and  of  these  ‘brave’  Italians. 
Don’t  let  yourselves  be  Influenced  in 
sending  food  to  the  occupied  tone,  as  we 
wUl  never  receive  the  help  that  you  send 
us;  and  besides,  we  are  not  starving,  as 
the  Germans  want  you  to  think  . . 

Another  letter  speaks  of  *the  Vichy 
Oovemment.  saying  that  the  people  are 
only  being  held  down  "by  thb  machine 
guns  of  Frits"  "More  snd  more  the 
walls  In  the  towns  are  being  covered  with 
'V's.'  and  1 assure  you  that  the  re- 
atstanc.e  Is  more  Intense  than  ever  In 
Xar-off  corners  in  the  country  may  be 


seen  the  inbcnptions.  Long  live  de  Gaulle, 
Hang  Laval  and  throw  out  Darlan. 
chalked  up  on  the  walls " 

Food  Shortage 

F'ROM  a woman  In  Pans  comes  the  fol- 
lowing account  of  food  prices  snd 
shortages;  Less  than  half  a pound  of 
butter  Is  allowed  per  person,  per  month, 
a quarter  of  a pound  of  meat  per  week 
If  there  ts  any  to  be  had;  eggs  are  be- 
yond the  purse  of  most  people,  and  there 
are  no  truUs  even  If  they  had  the  price 
Milk  Ls  rationed  at  half  a pint  per  day 
fur  four  people.  Since  la.st  September 
there  ha:>  been  no  thread,  im  cotton 
goods,  no  mending  wool,  no  .string  and 
no  paper,  Floor  wax  and  cleaning  prep- 
arations Including  soap  are  unheard 'of 
By  a new  decree  all  potatoes  had  lo  be 
out  of  the  earth  by  the  beginning  of 
Augu.ft.  so  none  could  be  stored  for  the 
Winter;  and  as  it  Is  Impossible  to  get  food 
for  rabbits  nr  chickens,  people  are  obliged 
to  kill  them  oow.  again  leaving  nothing 
for  the  Winter. 

In  spite  of  it  all,  the  people  can  sliU 
lough  and  find  many  ways  of  making  life 
difficult  for  the  Oermans.  There  Is  a sub- 
way station  called  "George  V"  at  the 
inter.'ieftlon  of  the  Avenue  George  V,  and 
the  French  people  always  stand  up  when 
the  tralru  arrive  there  and  remain  stand- 
ing until  the  train  leaves  the  station 
again. 

One  little  child  coming  home  from 
school  told  his  mother  that  he  and  some 
friends  had  counted  1,174  "V's"  chalked 
up  on  the  wails.  Everywhere  In  Paris 
"V's  ’ were  painted  in  red.  white  and  blue. 

The  Germans  had  requisitioned  all  the 
rubber,  even  to  dress  shields,  another  re- 
port says,  to  make  the  rubber  invasion 
boats,  and  it  adds,  "boats  for  their  dally 
baths  In  the  Channel,  we  hope  " 

The  letters  are  full  of  praise  for  the 
English  and  expressions  of  confidence  In 
the  final  victory  'Long  Live  England. 
Long  Live  America.  Long  Live  France!'* 
comes  from  the  French  correspondents.

Expecting  U.S.  Help 

10ND0N— The  Free  Hungarians  are 
' working  busily  in  the  organization  of 
a Fiee  Hungarian  fighting  force  under 
Count  Carl  Lonyay.  Working  with  him'~ls 
Count  Michael  Karolyl.  These  two  men 
were  formerly  counted  among  the  largest 
property  owners  In  Hungary.  They  have, 
of  course,  now  lost  their  estates. 

Count  Lonyay.  tall  and  grey-haired. 
studied  military  science  In  Vienna  and 
Budapest  and  graduated  as  a Doctor  of 
Philosophy  at  Vienna.  He  was  arrested, 
court-marllalled  and  imprisoned  under 
the  Bela  Kun  regime  and  subsequently 
set  free  by  a band  of  ex-servicemen  who 
broke  into  the  gaol. 

Count  Karolyl  was  president  of  the  Hun- 
g.ulan  Republic  of  1BI8-I9  and  ha.<i  been 
living  in  Britain  for  some  years  He  re- 
cently came  to  London  from  Oxford. 

The  Hungarian  community  In  Britain 
i.s  not  large  but  Count  Lonyay  says  that 
many  thousands  of  the  people  of  Hun- 
garian extraction  In  the  United  States, 
who  number  more  than  three  millions, 
would  come  over  to  fight  with  the  British 
If  they  could  be  trained  In  Canada  flrsl. 

Working  In  Paris  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
war.  Count  Lonyay  recruited  6 500  Hun- 
garian volunteers  who  served  In  French 
reglmentn  In  1940. 

The  avowed  objects  of  the  Free  Hun- 
garians are;  <li  To  play  an  active  part 
on  the  side  of  Great  Britain  and  her  al- 
lies In  the  Aght  for  freedom  against  u>- 
talitartamsm  and  German  expansion;  i2i 
to  help  in  the  paclAcation  of  the  Danube 
Valley,  to  be  brought  about  by  a close  un- 
derstanding and  collaboration  between 
Hungary  and  her  neighbors.  <3>  to  Intro- 
duce free  suffrage  and  land  reform  after 
the  liberation  of  Hungary;  and  <4*  to  pre- 
pare the  Danube  Valley  for  Western  In- 
fluence and  culture 

The  freedom  movement  In  Hungary  it- 
self has  Its  own  V sign,  two  crossed  iword.«. 
Peasants  draw  It  on  the  mountain*  and 
town.smen  chalk  it  on  the  walls. 

Explosives  From  Wood 

AS  a rule  only  about  half  ot  the  wood 
in  trees  cut  down  for  Umber  is  used. 
The  remainder  Is  thrown  away  in  the 
form  of  twigs,  branches  and  tawdusL  In 
timber  countries,  such  as  the  Baltic  States 
and  Canada,  wood-sugar  can  therefore  be 
made  more  cheaply  than  cane-sugar  can 
be  Imported. 

Wood-sugar  is  valuable  in  many  ways. 
From  It  c*n  be  prepared  yeast  and  pure 
glocoae  for  human  consumption,  says 
Science  Digest  Cattle  may  be  fed  on  it. 
and  the  Oermans  have  even  hoped  to 
make  good  their  shortage  of  fats  by  feed- 
ing cattle  on  the  fodder.  Again,  when  the 
glucoae  from  wood-sugar  is  fermented  by 


bacteria,  glycerine  is  produced.  The  im- 
portant explosive,  nilro-glycenne  is  made 
by  treautig  glycerine  with  nitric  and  sul- 
phuric acids.

The  RIBA  want*  the  Irainlng  r>f 
tulurr  architects  \n  be  more  thorough.  It 
thinks  an  architect  should  be  able  to  look 
after  the  complete  job.  without  having  ui 
call  in  other  speciall.sts  to  as.M.sl  him  In 
the  past,  the  student-architect  has  been 
made  to  rono^trate  chiefly  on  design 
Under  the  new  syStghr.  he  will  be  trained 
as  an  engineer  and  technician  as  well. 

Ill  1919,  the  architectural  schools  were 
very  busy  completing  the  training  of  de- 
mobilized  students  and  giving  refresher 
courses  to  those  w’ho  had  qualified  but 
had  no  practical  experience  before  Joining 
up  This  time,  the  schools  are  making 
great  efforts  to  complete  a student's  train- 
ing before  he  is  called  up  In  «>me  cases 
a five-year  course  la  being  compressed 
into  four  yean  by  cutting  down  holidays 
and  increasing  working  hours. 


Professor  Eva  Taylor  and  a commlUee 
of  expert  geographers  have  compiled  a 
series  of  maps  lllustraUng  the  geograph- 
ical considerations  which  will  confront 
architects  and  buslneasmen  In  post-war 
plans  (or  reconstrucUon. 

Professor  Taylor  has  made  slides  from 
these  maps,  including  charts  showing 
England  and  Wales  graded  Into  one  of 
four  categories  of  land  fertUity.  These  are 
designed  to  prevent  architects  from  erect- 
ing buildings  on  fIrsUelass  arable  land 
when  less  fertile  land  close  by  would 
serve  equally  well 

Other  charts  defined  separately  the 
areas  whence  fog.  snow,  rain  or  sunshine 
were  to  be  expected,  as  all  these  factors 
should  be  taken  Into  account  by  those 
selecting  factory  and  Industrial  sites 


Professor  Taylor  has  also  worked  out 
charts  relating  to  each  of  the  great  In- 
dustrial centres  to  show  the  varimM  parts 
of  the  BritUh  Dies  to  which  an  Industrial 
chief  can  travel  in  eomfort,  attend  his 
conference,  and  return  home  all  within 
the  working  day.  Together,  these  mapa 
form  a valuable  national  atlas  from  which 
<me  ^an  seise  at  a glance  the  geographical

' Arrow  Lake.  The  two<mUe-broad 
expansion  of  the  Columbia  extends  in 
that  direction  for  thirty-nine  miles  from 
Arrowhead  to  the  Narrows,  where  the 
river  is  once  more  itself  again.  But  we 
shall  not  go  so  far  as  that.  We  leave  the 
Jandlnc  stage  with  the  morning  light 
upon  the  high  cUffs  and  pUuiacles  of  the 
mountains  of  the  Columbia  Range  to  the 
west;  Mount  FreyA  or  the  Sleeping  Girl. 
Mount  Thor,  a wonderful  cluster  of  lofty 
peaks,  and  Mount  Odin,  looking  UXe 
Thor’s  mighty  hammer.  All  three  are 
9,000  feet  or  more  above  sea  level,  but 
only  their  uppermost  crags  with  the  gla- 
ciers below  them  are  visible  over  the  sum- 
mits of  the  lofty  ridges  that  flank  them 
as  foothills.  As  we  come  out  of  the  bay 
we  can  see  the  distant  mountains  to  the 
north  towards  Revelstoke.  Opposite  us  is 
the  rounded  knob  of  Bannock  Point  as  we 
run  out  southeasterly  towards  Albert 
Point.  Here  we  see  finely  displayed  the 
granite  which  la  part  of  the  great  Intru- 
sive mass  that  extends  over  so  much  of 
the  West  Kootenay  region  and  centres  in 
and  about  Nelson,  from  which  it  takes  lu 
name  of  the  "Nelson  granodlortte  batho- 
lith,"  or  deep-seated  rock  Intrusion. 

Beyond  the  granite  exposures  we  pass 
*ihe  pre-Cambiian  rocks  derived  from  the 
ancient  foundations  of  the  western  con- 
tinent and  our  wonder  at  their  great  age 
Is  almost  lost  In  the  presence  of  the  re- 
markable shattering  and  contortion 
which  mark  the  gigantic  forcea  at  work 
through  the  ages  The  colors,  too.  black, 
brown  and  white,  of  some  of  the  precip- 
itous rock  face.*!  are  well  worth  the  en- 
thusiasm with  which  our  friend  Mr.  Nel- 
son points  them  out  to  us.  To  one  of  the 
bold  headlands  we  pass  he  gives  the  name 
of  Cape  Horn,  although  the  name,  he  tells 
us,  has  been  attached  more  authoritative- 
ly to  a greater  one  further  south.  This, 
however,  is  no  mean  landmark.  Mean- 
while as  the  motorboat  runs  on  and  al- 
ways close  to  the  shore  we  see  the  has- 
ardous  telegraph  line  extending  some- 
times from  tree  to  tree  Just  above  the 
water  line  and  at  other  times  running 
over  the  brow  of  a rocky  bluff  where  It 
seem.s  almost  impossible  the  wires  could 
have  been  strung  At  one  little  cove  we 
go  ashore  and  climb  a small  mossy  knoll 
•bout  which  we  And  a wealth  of  plants, 
among  them  the  parsley-fern,  growing 
freely  ind  more  luxuriantly  than  I have 
ever  seen  It.  Our  regret  here,  as  else- 
where IS  that  we  are  for  the  most  part 
loo  late  for  Aowers. 

Passing  Halcyon  Hot  Spring,  a health 
resort  of  fame  for  many  years  back,  we 
draw  Into  a little  bay  behind  a rocky 
point,  where  we  have  lunch,  and  while 
my  companions  walk  back  to  Halcyon  I 
make  some  sketches  and  explore  the  Im- 
medlaU  neighborhood  It  ts  InteresUng 
to  And  that  what  I thought  to  be  our 
coast  Juniper  as  I saw  It  from  the  boat, 
springing  like  Solomon’s  hyssop  from  the 
almost  barren  cliffs  above  the  water.  Is 
indeed  that  little  tree.  Junipeni.s  scopu- 
lorum.  the  Juniper  of  the  rocks.  The  Aora 
Is  of  the  dry  rock  kind  for  the  most  part, 
but  further  back  a UlUe  spring  lssuc.s 
from  the  hillside  and  Its  course  Ls  marked 
by  a rich  growth  of  maidenhair  fern.  Mast 
fascinating,  however,  of  all  Is  It  to  watch 
the  landscape  with  tU  mountain  peaks. 
Its  densely  wooded  ridges,  and  the  opales- 
cent waters  Over  the  more  distant  moun- 
tains of  the  Mnnashee  Range  to  the  south 
dark  fain  clouds  pajw.  dragging  their 
sombre  fringe  behind  them  Later  as  we 
return  a bn*eae  springs  up,  roughening 
the  surface  of  the  lake  Into  waveleu.  and 
giving  us  still  anoUier  aspect  of  Its  scen- 
ery For  the  milky  waters  are  curiously 
.Husccptiblf  to  the  changing  lights  and 
shades  and  to  the  reAectlons  ca.sl  on  them 
by  mountain  and  cloud  and  nearer  ob- 
jects. So  that  while  at  Arst  you  wish 
for  clearer  vision  of  the  depths,  you  toon 
learn  to  appreciate  the  beauties  of  flood 
water.  And  speaking  of  depths.  I may 
say  that  although,  as  Is  true  of  lakes 
simost  everywhere,  there  Is  a legend  of 
vast  depth,  official  soundings  show  bot- 
tom at  490  feet  a few  miles  north  of 
Nakusp,  and  over  720  just  south  of  Albert 
Point. 

A Cruise  on  the  Northeast  Arm 

The  expansion  of  the  Columbia  from 
river  to  lake  In  the  Upper  and  Lower 
Arrow  Lakes  is  remarkable  enough,  but 
still  more  remarkable  is  the  long  arm 
which  for  a distance  of  nine  miles  runs 
off  to  the  ncHTtheast  as  If  protesting 
against  the  general  course  of  the  river.  It 
Is  plain  that  the  great  valleys  correspond 
to  our  fiord  Inlets  on  the  Coast.  Existing 
before  the  Ice  Age,  they  have  been  greatly 
deepened  and  widened  by  the  Cordllleran 
ice  sheet  and  Us  tributaries,  remnants  of 
which  are  stlU  to  be  seen  clinging  to  the 
slopes  of  the  loftier  mountains  of  the 
Columbia  Range.  Everywhere  the  experi- 
enced eye  notes  the  marks  of  that  terres- 
trial experience;  the  long  sipooth  ridges, 
the  scoured  rock,  the  erratic  boulders,  the 
hanging  valleys,  the  terraced  hllUtdes.  the 
delta  deposits,  and  so  on. 

With  Mr  Nelson  again  at  the  helm  on 
another  day  we  rounded  the  opposite 
jralnt  and  were  soon  running  under  the 
lee  of  the  comparatively  low  hills  directly 
opposite  Broken  Mountain.  Here  we  nw 
ihe  original  Galena  Bay  and  the  skeleton 
of  the  original  Nslsor  house  against  the 
granite  outcrops  This  part  of  the  Arm 
narrows  and  has  a depth  of  from  300  to 
&04  feel,  while  Just  beyond  Whiskey  Point 
on  the  left  where  it  suddenly  widens  the 
soundings  give  S50  feet  Evidently  the 
bottom  is  u Irregular  In  lu  contours  as 


the  neighboring  land  surfacas.  OpsMSlta 
Whiskey  Point  Is  an  indentation  known 
as  Blind  Bay,  perhaps  because  It  suggests 
as  first  sight  a deeper  opening  into  the 
land.  Thence  we  continued  to  hug  the 
steep  aiid  rocky  coastline.  After  leaving 
Little  Galena  Buy  we  entered  the  area  of 
ancient  and  greatly  altered  sediments, 
and  we  had  the  usual  Interest  In  watch- 
ing the  diversified  attitudes  of  the  bedded 
rocks.  Hemlocks  and  cedars  for  the  most 
part  divide  the  forest  with  birches  and 
aspen  poplars  here  as  elsewhere  along  the 
lakes,  and  Uieir  predominance  over  Doug- 
las fir,  spruce  and  pine  give  to  the  wooded 
slopes  a«  far  up  as  they  extend  a brighter 


green  than  our  coastal  coniferous  forests 
possess. 

Further  on  we  passed  a band  of  lime- 
stone whose  presence  can  be  traced  on 
the  opposite  shore  over  Mount  Sproat  be- 
hind the  cliffs  of  Broken  Mountain.  We 
stopped  for  a few  minutes  to  examine  it 
and  found  not  only  massive  rock  but 
pockets  of  calclte  crystals.  A little  fur- 
ther on  we  came  on  the  first  sign  of 
settlement  at  a wharf  called  Thompson’s 
Landing,  where  one  of  the  small  passen- 
ger-carrying river  craft  was  tied  up  A 
.short  distance  further  on  we  had  our  first 
sight  of  the  old  mining  town  of  Beaton, 
to  which  the  aforesaid  landing  properly 


belongs.  The  British  Columbia  Oaseteer 
for  1930  optimistically  gives  the  popula- 
tion In  round  figures  as  100.  Just  across 
the  bridge  over  the  Salmon  River  a little 
kiosk  stands  by  Itself  on  the  hillside  Once 
It  displayed  to  visitors  through  Its  win- 
dowed sides  choice  specimens  of  the  mln- 
ersli  thst  msde  the  Lardesu  Mining  Divi- 
sion famous.  Alas!  today  the  glass  is 
broken,  the  kiosk  stands  awry,  and  most 
of  the  specimens  have  gone. 

Over  the  hlU  from  Beaton  to  the  south- 
east lies  Trout  Lake,  a dozen  miles  away. 
J was  told  that  once  that  mining  town 
rivaled  Nelson,  but  today  It  has  shrunk 
to  a population  between  seventy  and

River  snd  Mountain  Scenery 

WE  lunched  on  the  river  bank  to  the 
music  of  children's  voices  In  the 
fruit  trees  of  s deserted  orchard  Just  be- 
hind us.  The  Salmon  River  flowed  imo 
the  lake  a Tew  yards  away,  and  across  the 
besd  where  the  Incomappleux  has  built  a 
large  delta  we  saw  rows  of  cottonwoods 
and  willows  and  behind  them  the  build- 
ings of  s large  farm  reflected  In  the 
water.  After  lunch  we  strolled  across  the 
bridge  and  from  there  obtained  a larger 
view  of  the  lake-head  and  the  mountains 
beyond.  It  was  a delightful  pastoral 
scene,  a herd  of  cows  feeding  in  the  damp 
* lush  hollows  by  the  Salmon  or  wandering 
over  the  low  sandy  hllUi. 

Following  the  main  road  to  the  north- 
east we  passed  a group  of  men  laying  a 
wooden  sidewalk,  so  substantial  that  It 
would  have  aroused  the  envy  of  many  a 
Victoria  resident.  Then  we  saw  the  hall 
and  the  old-fashioned  schoolhouse.  We 
turned  to  the  left  and  while  my  compan- 
ions went  on  I stayed  to  add  some  more 
scrlbbllngs  to  my  sketch  book.  To  the 
right  were  the  Lexington  and  Goldsmith 
Mountains,  their  snmmlts  looking  as  if 
guarded  by  the  ruins  of  ancient  fortifica- 
tions. Almost  due  north  was  Comaplix 
Mountain.  7.440  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
lake.  To  the  southeast  across  s near 
field  where  ground  squirrels  ran  about 
their  burrows  I looked  down  the  Arm  be- 
tween Broken  Mountain’s  precipitous  face 
and  the  long  slope  of  the  hlU  above 
Galena  Pass  and  saw  thus  framed  the 
towered  wall  of  ‘Thpr  with  a long  wisp  of 
mist  trailing  across  Its  side. 

We  talked  to  several  of  the  residents, 
including  a group  of  children  by  the  lake’s 
edge  to  whom  Mr.  Nelson  Introduced  me 
and  who  seemed  anxious  to  know  the 
names  of  some  of  the  wild  flowers  about 
them.  Bright  and  Intelligent  they  were, 
and  I was  sorry  that  the  season  was  too 
late  to  tell  them  what  they  wanted  to 
know  and  to  hear,  perhaps  better  still. 


Northwards  on  the  Footplate  of  the  "Royal  Scot

There  were  AOldler*  with  slung  rifles 
and  full  equipment  making  for  the 
night  trams  when  1 arrived.  The  sky 
was  overcast.  They  came  In  from  the 
blacked-out  streets  into  the  dimly  111 
interior  of  the  vast  railway  station.  At 
the  entrance  Royal  Mall  vans  were  un- 
loaouig  stout  canvas  bag.v  ^^ny  of  the 
men  were  Joining  the  same  tram  as  I was 
I walked  the  full  length  of  the  long  plat- 
form where  the  sombre  train  of  sixteen 
coaches  was  standing,  and  when  I got  to 
where  the  platform  sloped  down  to  the 
track,  a railway  official,  who  was  expect- 
ing me.  met  me  and  we  walked  up  the 
track  to  the  engine  of  the  locomotive 
which  was  enveloped  In  a cloud  of  steam, 
The  driver.  John  Worman.  wa.s  standing 
on  the  track  a sturdy  man  ol  sixty-three 
with  clear  blue  eyes  and  little  crow's  feet 
around  them,  and  a close-cropped  grey 
mou.stache.  I was  introduced  to  him,  and 
he  gave  me  a piece  of  clean  sponge-cloth. 
He  pointed  to  the  upright  rail  and^the 
four  Iron  siep.s  leading  to  the  footplate, 

I climbed  up  into  the  cab.  which  was  Ut 
by  the  glow  of  the  furnace,  and  I found 
myself  roofed  over  with  a tarpaulin  sheet 
which  w&A  fa.Ht4»ned  with  rubber  loops  to 
Iron  hocks  in  the  top  of  tiie  cab  and  car- 
ried back  over  the  tender.  This  was  the 
blackout  curtain  to  prevent  the  glow  of 
the  furnace  being  seen  from  the  sky.  The 
fireman.  William  Bond,  was  breaking  coal 
with  a pickax. 

Were  Machine-  Gt  nned 

^ belter  luck 

W this  trip."  the  driver  said  to  me. 
"We  were  machlne-gxmned  the  last  time. 

I saw  him  come  down  until  hr  was  as  big 
as  the  locomotive,  like  a big  bumble-bee' 
He  gave  us  a few  bursts  and  then  he 
made  off." 

"Oh."  I said,  "and  what  did  you  do?" 
The  driver  didn’t  reply.  The  fireman 
grinned  and  ducked  down.  ‘He  put  hu 
head  out, ' he  said.  "He  kept  a look-ouL 
If  we'd  had  a Lewis  gun  we  could  have 
brought  him  down  " 

While  we  were  talking  the  fireman  shut 
the  low  Iron  doors  between  the  engine  rab 
and  the  tender  aruj  rolled  the  tarpaulin 
down  until  there  was  Just  a small  gap  big 
enough  to  put  your  head  through.  The 
driver  was  leaning  out  looking  for  hl.x 
signal.  Almost  without  my  noticing  It. 
he  gave  a pull  at  the  regulating  level  and 
we  began  to  move.  With  a series  of  deep 
slow  chuffs  the  engine  took  the  weight 
of  the  long  train 

The  driver  invited  me  to  take  off  my 
overcoat  and  he  stowed  It  Into  an  Irun 
"cupboard  along  with  hls  lunch  basket 
I had  expected  It  would  be  a cold  and 
draughty  experience  traveling  through  the 
night  on  the  footplate  of  an  express  train, 
but  from  the  outset  It  was  obvious  that 
It  was  going  to  be  hot.  As  William  flred- 
up.  the  red  glow  grew  to  a greenish  In- 
candeecence  ilghtlng  up  the  cabin,  and  I 
Could  see  a gleaming  rail  outside  where 
the  beam  of  light  from  a smalt  gap  in 
the  tarpaulin  .caught  It.  "Tf  we  get  sn 
alert  well  have  to  close  that."  he  said 
His  voice  was  almost  drowned  as  we 
thundered  under  • viaduct  He  was  work- 
ing In  the  light  of  the  fire  only.  I^ry 


now  and  then  there  was  a terrific  mar  as 
we  passed  over  points  at  («peed.  and  there 
were  all  kinds  of  strange  loud  noises  out- 
side It  was  very  difficult  at  first  to  dis- 
tinguish what  they  were.  We  passed  under 
bridges  and  through  a short  tunnel  and 
the  sounds  were  like  those  of  passing 
trains,  but  when  I looked  out  all  I could 
.Aee  were  the  vague  silhouettes  of  house- 
tops or  a round  beam  of  light  traveling 
along  a tunnel-top  among  a lot  of  .Meam 
and  smoke. 

As  our  speed  Increased,  the  footplate 
vibrated  more  and  the  locomotive  shook 
and  shuddered  The  noi.se  increased  and 
all  the  strange  passing  sounds  grew  more 
high-pitched  and  shrill,  and  in  among  It 
all  I could  hear  the  scraping  and  clang 
of  William’s  long  narrow  shovel.  Every 
now  and  then,  William  grabbed  the  end 
nf  a small  hose-pipe  and  sprayed  the  foot- 
plate to  keep  the  dust  down  with  water 
which  was  warm  and  steaming,  and  some- 
times he  .sprayed  the  coal  In  the  tender. 
Outside  now  I could  Just  make  out  very 
vaguely  from  time  to  time  the  blurred 
outline  of  trees  rushing  by.  Looking  ahead 
through  the  cabin  window.  I could  see  an 
occasional  colored  signal  light  and.  now 
and  then,  a faint  while  light  would  sud- 
denly appear  and  an  express  (rain  would 
leap  out  of  the  darkness  with  an  almost 
frightening  roar. 

AU  of  a sudden  the  fireman  pustied  me 
forward  and  John  gesticulated  to  me  He 
was  putting  his  iweat-rag  in  front  of  hls 
face  and  motioning  for  me  to  do  the  same. 
William  almost  Uirew  me  Into  the  comer 
of  the  cabin  behind  the  shaped  window 
overlooking  the  boiler.  There  was  a loud 
roar  and  I felt  a cloud  of  soot  tickling 
my  face.  I shut  my  eyes,  and  I had  the 
Impression  that  the  window  In  front  of 
me  had  opened  Bewildered  I opened  my 
eyes  again,  and  William  Informed  me  that 
we  had  passed  through  a particularly 
smoky  tunnel.  It  was  a very  low  tunnel 
and  there  was  always  a danger  of  the  fire 
blowing  back  • 

We  had  to  shout  to  make  each  other 
heard.  The  fireman  talked  to  me  about 
gradients,  where  none  seemed  apparent 
to  me.  It  was  difficult  for  me  to  realise 
that  I was  hurtling  through  the  night, 
through  blacked-out  England  As  our 
.speed  Increased  the  cabin  rocked  from 
side  to  side  We  had  been  traveling  a long 
way  when  the  speed  was  checked.  It  was 
difficult  to  see  from  my  side  as  the  smoke 
beat  down,  but  1 could  make  out  some 
colored  lights  ahead.  Gradually  we  slowed 
down  and  1 was  vaguely  conscious  of  a 
lonely  expense  of  goods  yards  and  trains 
of  trucks  standing  m sidings  under  shaded 
lamps  We  hissed  under  a bridge  and 
came  to  a standstlU.  The  fireman  took 
hls  lamp  and  climbed  down  to  the  track 
and  I saw  him  make  for  a dlmly-Ut  signal 
box.  The  driver  left  hls  lookout  for  the 
first  time  and  stood  on  the  footplate  with 
hls  back  to  the  fire,  as  U he  were  stand- 
ing on  hls  hearth  at  home.  ”We  got  up 
to  seventy-five  miles  an  hour  then,"  he 
said.  Hr  began  to  talk  to  me  about  the 
engine,  which  he  said  was  as  good  as 
when  It  was  made. 

It  will  Interest  you  to  know  that  the 
engine  I was  traveling  on  was  the  “Royal 
Scot."  which  visited  the  United  States  In 


1033  and  afterwards  made  a tnur  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada. 

The  driver  explained  that  there  was  a 
train  ahead  of  us.  and  this  wax  holding 
us  up.  I could  see  the  fireman  in  the 
Aignal-box— a black  figure,  like  a fly  In 
a web 

Air-Raid  Warning 

WE  had  not  been  traveling  far  when 
wr  got  going  again,  before  We  re- 
ceived an  air-rald  warning.  We  got  a red 
light  from  one  of  the  signal-boxes  and 
the  driver  gave  two  "cock  crows’’  on  (he 
steam  whUlle  to  acknowledge  It.  The 
fireman  closed  the  mouth  of  the  furnace 
with  a sliding  door  of  steel,  lined  with 
firebrick.  'Hie  tram  was  brought  to  a 
standstill  with  the  guards’  von  opposite 
Ihe  slgnoi-boK.  The  warning  was  passed 
to  Uie  guard,  who  switched  off  all  lights, 
and  he  went  along  the  corridor  of  the 
tram  warning  everybody  of  the  alert,  re- 
minding them  to  keep  all  blinds  drawn. 
The  train  proceeded  at  reduced  speed.  I 
took  off  my  hat  and  stuck  my  head  out 
through  the  side  of  the  tarpaulin.  1 could 
see  the  smoke  against  the  sky  overhead, 
but  I could  only  .see  vague  outlines  along- 
side In  the  black  empty  nlght—trees  In 
fstlhoueUe  like  black  lace  And  I could  see 
a few  searehllghtj.  probing  the  clouds. 
Ahead  I could  see  lights- the  end  of  a 
train  on  a slow  line. 

The  fireman  was  breaking  coal  In  ihe 
darkness  of  the  tender  with  the  steel 
doors  shut.  He  had  to  grope  hls  way  about, 
m the  alert.  "If  we  show  a light  he'U 
swoop  down  on  us."  he  said,  and  he 
fastened  up  all  the  cracks  In  the  tar- 
paulin, We  traveled  at  slow  speed  for  a 
considerable  distance  and  then  we  got 
the  "All  clear.  ” The  driver  tugged  at  the 
regulator  lever  and  we  began  to  pick  up 
speed  again. 

It  was  a pretty  eerie  experience  for  me 
traveling  like  this  through  the  night, 
quite  apart  from  the  air  raid,  with  over 
600  tons  behind  me  hurtling  along  through 
the  blackout.  But  William  and  John  ap- 
peared to  take  It  coolly.  William,  the  fire- 
man. has  been  twenty  years  on  the  foot- 
plate. and  John,  the  driver,  who  began 
work  on  the  railway  In  1897,  has  been 
driving  since  1919 

When  the  train  drew  up  at  Crewe,  and 
I got  off  the  locomoUve.  the  driver  walked 
along  the  platform  with  me  the  length  of 
the  locomotive  looking  it  over.  He  showed 
me  the  inscription  on  It  commemorating 
Its  vuit  to  the  world  across  the  Alianilc. 
He  told  me  that  he  had  only  two  more 
years  to  serve  before  he  retires  He  shr>wed 
me  the  bell.  The  bell  Is  sUll  there  in 
front  of  the  locomoUve  where  It  tolled 
along  the  North  American  railroads.  But 
like  out  church  bells.  It  Is  silent. 

And  now  I want  to  quote  a letter  which 
I have  since  received  from  the  driver 
"After  thinking  over  your  trip  with  me 
I am  very  sorry  1 could  not  give  you  more 
attenuon  for  your  benefit,  but  doubtless 
you  could  see  that  the  driver  has  Ultle 
opportunity  on  the  Journey  to  explain 
anything,  but  I hope  my  fireman  did  hls 
best  In  hls  spare  time.  If  you  required 
the  extra  excitement  of  being  machine- 
gunned.  for  my  part,  having  experienced 
It.  rm  glad  you  were  dUappoln(etf.  but  U 


all  comes  In  a night’s  work  and  I must 
say  ihe  men  are  standing  It  well,  know- 
ing the  Job  has  to  be  done  " 

Returning  to  Normal 

This  old  Phoenician  and  Roman  port 
of  Beirut  Is  xetillnR  down  under  the 
BrUish  to  thrive  happily,  It  hopes,  upon 
Its  merchandise  of  olive  oil,  fruit  and 
vegetables,  rugs  and  silks. 

The  villas  of  the  merchant  srlsUtcracy 
high  above  the  town  are  mostly  empty 
at  this  time  of  year,  the  sLlrky  heat  of 
Summer  having  sent  the  occupants  to 
Zahle,  Ayala  and  other  mountain  resorts 
In  the  Lebanon.  Uniforms  and  Arab  robes 
mingle,  however,  at  the  cafes  by  the  edge 
of  the  sea,  whither  Uie  French  had 
brought  something  of  their  chantanf’ 
and  "dansant"  entertainment. 

Legend  says  It  was  here  In  this  second 
city  of  Syria  and  capital  of  the  Lebanon 
that  8t  George  slew  the  dragon,  or 
rather  In  the  bay  Just  to  the  north  of  It 
In  Roman  times  Beirut  was  a noted  home 
of  learning.  Its  .*iChool  of  Roman  law  being 
recognized  as  one  of  the  official  schools  of 
the  empire  until  its  removal  to  Sidon 
after  the  great  earthquakes  of  the  Sixth 
Century. 

The  city  of  Beirut,  with  a present  popu- 
lation of  about  160.000,  has  retained  Its 
fame  as  a centre  of  learning  and  a lead- 
ing export  town.  Silks  and  sweet  wines 
It  has  been  sending  to  all  parts  of  the 
known  world  since  the  First  Century  AD. 

Beirut  has  not  been  over  modernized 
Us  most  Impressive  buildings  are  the 
American  Arab  University  up  on  the  hill, 
which  has  done  such  fine  educational 
a.n^k  in  Syria,  and  the  rival  school  run 
by  the  Je.sults  known  as  the  French  Cath- 
olic University  of  St.  Joseph. 

An  Ancient  Wall 

London— DemoUilon  of  bombed  build- 
ings has  revealed  several  portions  of 
old  London  Wall,  hidden  for  centuries, 
with  the  exception  of  one  portion  which 
experts  believe  dates  back  to  the  Romans, 
the  wall  Is  mediaeval.  It  Includes  substan- 
tial remains  of  a bastion  or  lower  with 
ancient  arrow-silts. 

The  portions  already  uncovered  are 
numerous  enough  to  enable  archaeologists 
to  visualise  how  the  wall  encompassed  the 
mediaeval  city,  and  experU  hope  that 
when  London  Is  reconstructed  some  way 
may  be  found  to  preserve  the  rediscov- 
ered wall. 

Further  excavation.  It  is  believed,  will 
reveal  Itoman  streela  and  other  aecreU 
of  ancient  London  Traces  of  four  earlier 
churches  and  of  what  is  believed  to  be 
part  of  London's  forum  have  been  found 
on  the  site  of  AU  Hallow  s Church.  Lom- 
bard Street,  during  demolition. 

Below  Wren's  church  the  excavators 
found  the  remains  of  a church  of  Tudor 
date,  the  south  aisle  and  foundations  of 
a tower,  a fifteenth  century  north  aisle 
and  a simple  nave  of  Saxon-Norman  char- 
acter Some  fine  Spanlah  majolica  tiles 
with  conventional  designs  on  them  were 
also  dlacovered.  They  are  beUeved  to  date 
from  the  time  of  Henry  VIII

distant  scenery  from  a different  line  of 
vieif.  1 But  we  not  only  saw  scenery;  «e 
looked  on  those  pathetic  memorials  our 
modem  clvUization  leaves  us  lu  these  out- 
posts. Where  men  buUd  with  stone  or 
even  brick  the  ruins  of  Uielr  past  have 
some  measure  of  dignity  imparted  to 
them  by  time,  but  wood  and  iron  become 
mean  and  sordid  In  Ihclr  decay.  So  we 
.saw  the  wrecks  of  sawmiUs  and  iheir 
camps  half  hidden  in  the  rich  growth  of 
the  country,  and  once  we  came  on  the 
remains  of  a large  river  steamer,  Uie  Ben- 
nington, I think  She  was  burnt  to  the 
water’s  edge,  and  all  that  remuuis  of  her 
wlUi  the  passage  of  the  years  le-lhe  rust- 
ing boilers  perched  on  a rotting  wharf 
and  the  great  paddle  wheels  lying  In  the 
thicket  on  the  shore  below.  What  a story 
the  wreck  tells  of  Uie  days  when  logging 
and  lumbering  and  mining  were  booming 
about  these  waters  and  fortune*  were 
made  and  lost.  We  found  Mr.  Nelson  a 
treasure  house  of  InformaUon  about 
these  now-dlstaiit  days,  speaking  out  nf 
nearly  forty  year-s’  knowledge  of  men  and 
affairs  about  the  Upper  Lake. 

By  River  Mouth  and  Cliff 

WE  stopped  for  a lltUe  while  by  the 
mouth  of  a charming  little  stream 
that  came  noisily  down  its  rocky  bed  to 
the  lake.  Here  I must  menUon  a curious 
phenomenon.  Wherever  we  passed  the 
mouth  of  one  of  these  mountain  rivers  or 
rivulet.<i,  tumblmg  over  the  boulders  and 
pebbles  to  the  very  edge  of  the  like,  we 
noUced  that  the  mental  Impression  we 
formed  as  we  sat  In  the  boat  was  that  the 
lake  waters  were  running  downhill  to- 
wards Uie  stream.  Although  we  could  see 
the  torrent  tumbling  and  foaming  to- 
wards ui.  yet  It  seemed  as  If  we  were 
looking  downwards  towards  the  river  bed 
instead  of  upwards.  On  going  ashore  we 
found  ourselves  on  a wide  delta  built  up. 
nf  course,  during  the  little  river's  annual 
floods.  Silvery  willows  had  established 
themselves  upon  It  and  one  or  two  plants 
that  had  no  doubt  been  brought  down 
from  greaUy  higher  levels.  Later  we  found 
a good  trail  leading  through  the  woods  up 
Ihe  wr.<tt  side  of  the  stream  and  on  ron- 
sultlng  a geological  map  now  I find  it  to 
be  an  old  mining  (rail.  I followed  It  a 
little  way,  but  the  devil's  club  gradually 
usurped  It. 

We  had  dellghiful  views  nf  the  Murray 
Range  on  the  other  side  Acros.i  Blind  Bay 
opened  up  a beautiful  mountain  glen  with 
a bare  but  picturesque  summit  some  6.000 
feet  above  the  lake.  The  afternoon  sun 
threw  the  mountain  sides  into  relief  with 
the  mingling  of  light  and  shade  Serrated 
wells,  profound  corrles.  darkly  shadowed 
fissures  marking  ancient  slides,  succeeded 
one  another  In  the  panorama  We  could 
see  one  of  the  interesting  features  of 
these  mountain  forests  very  plainly  In 
places.  Thunderstorms  are  frequent  and 
as  a result  fires  are  often  lit  by  lightning. 
Thus  greener  patches  of  second  growth 
timber  appear  high  up  above  the  fore.sta 
of  the  lower  slopes  and  valleys. 

As  we  watched  the  llght.s  and  shadows 
we  came  below  the  cliffs  of  Broken  Moun- 
tain. Impressive  as  they  are  aa  seen  fmm 
the  other  side,  they  become  awe-inspiring 
as  you  float  directly  beneath  them,  and 
their  bare  and  broken  front  and  their 
prodigious  height  make  one  realise  whst 
that  vast  fall  of  rock  In  1901  must  have 
meant  to  the  dwellers  about  the  lake  at 
that  time  But  to  gate  for  long  at  (ha 
heights  shove  Is  physically  unpleasant,  so 
our  attention  wandered  to  the  rock  well 
Just  above  the  water's  edge  There  we 
saw  plants  in  flower,  but  It  wa.s  not  till  a 
mass  nf  white  appeared  that  we  stopped 
to  make  clear  examination.  No  landing 
could  be  made,  but  with  the  boat-hook 
we  pulled  some  down  and  found  that  our 
white  flowers  were  those  of  the  fimbriated 
grass  of  Parnassus,  growing  here  on  the 
bare  but  wet  rocks  as  richly  as  I have 
ever  - ^en  It.  We  turned  back  a little  way 
and  found  a place  where  we  could  get 
ashore.  Here  we  found  a fern  new  to  me. 
the  mooU)  rock  brake,  notable  for  Its 
dark  blue-green  fronds.  The  little  Rocky 
Mountain  woodsla.  rather  rare  with  us, 
wa.^  growing  here  too,  but  rather  dwarfed 
m comparl.<M>n  with  our  specimens.  A 
handsome  thl.vtle  with  leaves  like  soft 
white  kid,  s gaillardla  with  very  small 
Aowers.  and  a pink  and  yellow  corydalls 
were  among  the  other  plants 
The  cliffs  of  Broken  Mountain  do  not 
Invite  a lengthy  stay  beneath  them,  for 
even  as  we  rather  hastily  gathered  our 
plants  a piece  of  rock  from  above  dropped 
In  the  water  with  a loud  splash.  That 
trifling  incident  emphasises  ihe  character 
nf  the  erosion  at  work  among  the  hills 
and  mmmtxlns  here  We  are  chiefly  fa- 
miliar on  the  Coast  with  the  effects  of 
nornu)  weathering  plus,  of  cour><e.  a cer- 
tain amount  of  weakness  In  the  rock 
through  Assuring,  but  In  the  rocks  about 
the  Arrow  Lakes  the  fissile  or  splitting 
character  of  the  great  masses  of  achlst 
and  the  pronounced  cleavage  planes  of 
the  granites  result  in  a breakdown  of  the 
rocks  in  the  grand  styles,  From  the  water 
line  to  the  highest  ridges  Nature  seems  to 
be  busily  engaged  In  splitting  with  Invis- 
ible tools  and  the  forms  of  some  of  the 
high  peaks  look  aa  if  they  had  been 
chipped  with  an  adze  The  so-called  solid 
rocks  drop  apart  aimost  like  the  Indi- 
vidual cards  of  a pack  stood  on  edge  And 
It  is  the  readiness  to  split  and  Its  result- 
:;ig  forms  that  give  plctureaqueness  of 
peculiar  quality  to  the  mountains  on  each 
•ide  of  the  Columbia  and  not  least  In  tht 
region  about  the  Upper  Lake  and  the 
Northeast  Arm. 
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Torpedo  Boats 

Making  Them  in  Canada 

Behind  the  clowly  guarded  w^lU  of 
a modem,  atreamUned  plant  on  the 
•outh  bank  of  the  Lachlne  Canal, 
a row  of  bulky,  wooden  hulls  lies  under 
constnicUon.  Upturned  and  whale-llke  In 
appearance,  they  give  the  same  impres- 
sion of  formidable  strength. 

treal.  men  in  while  overalls  and  women 
h\  neat  slack  ensembles  are  fighting 
against  time  to  speed  construction  of  an 
Important  part  of  Canada's  small-shlp 
programme.  Working  under  virtually 
Ideal  eondlUons.  they  are  fashioning  from 
wood  brought  from  all  parts  of  the  world, 
sleek,  speedy,  powerful  thirty-ton  motor 
torpedo  craft  for  Uie  Royal  Canadian 
Ntvy  and  Uie  Royal  Netherlands  Navy, 
seventy-foot  rescue  vessels;  and  massive 
armored  marine  target  boats  for  the  Royal 
Canadian  Air  Force. 

These  men  and  women^belwcen  750 
nnd  800  of  them— a few  of  them  Old  Coun- 
try artisans  skived  to  the  ways  of  ship- 
building. many  of  them  trainees  sUU 
learning  at  first-hand  the  lore  of  this 
new  maritime  precision,  may  well  be  help- 
ing to  shape  the  destiny  of  Ute  high  seas. 

With  the  exception  of  armaments,  en- 
gmes.  and  fltUngi,  these  tnm  vessels  of 
wsr  are  constructed  entirely  of  wood.  De- 
spite Us  heavy  nature,  teak,  imported 
from  Thailand,  Is  used  almost  exclusively 
fur  decking.  Bottoms  of  the  vessels  being 
built  for  the  Royal  NeUiertands  Navy,  for 
use  In  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  also  are 
constructed  of  teak  to  discourage  the  de- 
structive propensities  of  tropical  worms. 

Woods  From  Brihsh  Columbia 

The  bulk  of  each  boat  is  constructed  of 
mahogany,  imported  from  British 
Honduras.  British  Columbia  spruce  ac- 
counts for  most  of  the  balance.  But  small 
quanUUss  of  elm  from  CornwaU.  Ontario, 
are  used  for  guiiwbales.  chines  and  rib- 
bons. Cradles  are  constructed  of  British 
Columbia  flr  or  pine,  while  cedar,  also 
from  British  Columbia,  lines  the  Insides 
of  the  rescue  tenders.  Plywood,  used  ex- 
tensively to  leaven  weight.  Is  made  from 
Quebec  birch  and  is  manufactured  In  Van- 
couver. Maple,  from  Ontario,  also  is  used 
In  the  smaller  boats. 

The  motor  torpedo  craft  Is  equipped 
W'tth  torpedo  lubes  for  offensive  duties  and 
anti-aircraft  guns,  which  rotate  In  raised, 
power-operated  turrets,  for  defensive  pur- 
poses. The  vessel  Is  powered  with  Packard 
marine  engines.  The  R.C.A.F.  ahlps  are 
similar  in  type  and  eoneiruetton  but  have 
only  one  turret  of  anU-alrcraft  guns.  This 
allows  greater  capacity  for  stretchers  and 
hospitalization  faciIUies,  for  which  the 
vessel  Is  specially  equipped. 

Much  less  than  a year  ago.  the  site  of 
the  new  plant  was  an  uneven,  rock-strewn 
held,  criss-crossed  by  railway  tracks  on 
which  locomotives  absent  - mlndedly 
shunted  freight  cars,  and  blackened  by 
the  smoke  of  a thousand  "tramps  ’ peril- 
ously threading  their  way  Uuough  the 
canal  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Oreat 
Lakes. 

Today,  beside  a large  wooden  building, 
now  used  for  stores  but  once  housing  and 
training  the  entire  early  organization,  an 
efllclent  factory  has  sprung  up  and  is 
turning  out  tor  the  Department  of  Muni- 
tions and  Supply  motor  torpedo  boats 
Whose  function  it  Is  to  approach  with 
either  great  daring  or  caution,  strike  with 
the  same  telling  effect  as  lU  larger  sister, 
the  destroyer,  and  turn  away  with  all  pos- 
sible speed. 

Already,  several  have  been  slipped  un- 
nstenUUously  into  the  water  and  all  type 
trials  have  been  successfully  carried  out 
They  will  shortly  undergo  their  official 
trials. 

The  factory  had  neither  rrwf  nor  doors 
a few  days  before  Christmas,  1840,  when 
work  was  started  in  pans  of  the  build- 
ings, but  despite  the  difficulties  of  train- 
ing labor  and  hiring  staff,  the  first  craft 
was  launched  in  May,  a record  of  which 
Canadian  workmen  and  women  may  well 
be  proud. 

Created  by  Hubert  Scott-Palne,  famous 
English  flying  boat  and  motor  boat  de- 
signer, and  surrounded  by  wartime  sec- 
recy, the  plant  covers  an  area  of  130,000 
square  feet.  To  the  visitor,  it  gives  an  im- 
mediate impression  of  brightness  and  ex- 
trema cleanlioesa  which  preclude,  for  the 
most  part,  the  necessity  of  using  artificial 
light;  of  skill,  despatch,  and  conserva- 
tion of  precious  time  and  energy. 

Making  a Boat 

This  new  and  latest  development  In 
the  ancient  art  of  shipbuilding  be- 
gins its  smszlng  fabrication  in  the  main 
wood  storage  department.  From  here, 
timber  Is  moved  into  an  up-to-date  saw- 
mill, equipped  with  the  highest  speed  cut- 
ting tools  ever  manufactured  In  Canada. 
Finished  parts  from  the  wood  mill  travel 
In  two  directions.  Planking  is  delivered 
directly  to  the  high  lofty  hull  shop  whne 
It  Is  matured  under  heat  conditions  sim- 
ilar to  those  which  will  govern  Its  actusi 
inclusion  In  one  of  the  world's  fastest 
hulls.  Smaller  wood  sections  are  raised 
through  a floor  hatch  to  the  light  wood 
assembly  shop. 

Beyond  the  sawmill  are  the  quarantine 
and  the  main,  or  "slow-moving"  stores. 
From  here,  mmterlal  flows  steadily  through 
a wide  corridor  to  the  ae^lcc  stores  to 
feed  the  torpedo  tube  department,  the 
engine,  electric,  auxiliary  machinery,  ma- 
chine tool,  and  sheet  metal  and  copper- 
smiths' shops  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
huge  assembly  hull  shop  on  the  other. 
Thus,  a vessel  laid  down  in  the  stocks  In 
the  high  hull  building  shop  u picked  up 
by  monorail,  placed  on  Its  cradle,  and 
moved  through  larger  hangar  doors  and 
placed  In  the  assembly  shop,  readily  ac- 
cessible to  all  assembly  stores  serrtce. 
which  runs  right  through  the  centre  of 
the  whole  of  (he  shops. 

Strangely  enough,  the  hulls  of  these 
vessels  are  pul  together  In  an  upside-down 
position.  For  final  work  such  as  deck- 
ing. ftttikgs.  Installation  of  engines  and 
armament.  It  Is  therefore  necessary  to 
right  them.  77118  is  accomplished  by 
Beans  of  giant  chains  and  turning  wheels, 
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the  entire  operation  consuming  about 
fourteen  minutes. 

Above  the  engineering  shops  are  larger 
administration  offices  and  a modern 


staff  inspectors'  offices. 

Fmb'.  dying  every  known  selenUflc  prin- 
ciple, the  plant  Is  the  outcome  of  the  de- 
sire of  Scott-Palne  and  W.  d.  Woods- 
Humphery  to  establish,  within  the  British 
Empire,  another  source  of  supply  for  high- 
speed surface  craft  and  thus  create  fur- 
ther resources  for  their  manufacture  out- 
side European  wsr  sones. 

The  Idea  of  building  a plant  in  Canada 
had  been  In  their  minds  for  three  years, 
but  It  was  not  until  the  early  part  of  May, 
1940,  that  plans  were  drawn  up  under 
personal  supervision  for  one  of  the  most 
modem  plants  In  Canada.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  June.  1940,  tenders  were  sub- 
mitted, at  the  request  of  the  Department 
of  Munitions  and  Supply,  for  high-speed 
rescue  vessels  and  armored  target  boats 
for  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force.  Later 
In  the  month,  tenders  were  agadn  sub- 
mitted for  motor  torpedo  surface  craft  of 
ScoU-Palne  design.

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EANWHILE,  a site  bad  been  cleared 
on  the  grounds  of  an  old  shipyard, 
which  had  Us  own  slip  and  launching 
basin  but  from  which  buildings  had  long 
since  disappeared.  The  new  factory  was 
designed  and  contracts  had  been  received 
when  a serious  problem  arose;  It  was  dis- 
covered that  structural  steel  contrsetors 
could  not  make  delivery  for  twenty-two 
weeks.  Within  twenty-four  hours.  It  was 
decided  to  erect  the  plant  entirely  of  rein- 
Xorced  concrete  which,  of  course,  oecez- 
altsted  (he  complete  re-drawlng  of  all 
plans  and  schedules. 

in  order  to  facilitate  work  in  Canada. 
English  authorities  permitted  Scott-Palne 
to  ship  from  England  to  this  country  an 
armored  tsrget  boat.  It  was.  of  course, 
wltiiout  engine  or  armor,  but  It  carried  a 
ply  mock-up  of  the  armor  plate  necessary. 
Later,  a seventy-fool  motor  torpedo  sur- 
face craft  also  was  shipped.  Since  there 
was  no  vessel  entering  the  Port  of  Mont- 
real large  enough  to  deliver  It  direct.  It 
was  taken  to  New  York  to  await  an  op- 
portunity to  enter  Canada. 

Finally.  It  was  arranged  to  tow  the  boat 
to  Canada  through  the  Hudson  River  and 
Lake  Champlain  behind  a regular  trad- 
ing vessel.  Scott-Palne  put  a small  crew 
of  his  own  men  on  board  and.  a.<i  the  craft 
was  without  engines,  the  operation  re- 
sulted in  an  adventurous  journey. 

During  the  tow  up  Lake  Champlain,  a 
sudden  gale  arose  and  the  wood  crating, 
which  had  been  provided  to  protect  the 
wheelhouse  and  superstructures,  was  tom 
away.  The  next  hazardous  part  of  the 
trip  was  through  the  canal  from  Rouses' 
Polot  to  Chambly  Basin  on  the  Richelieu 
River.  Since  the  numerous  locks  are  only 
twenty-two  feet  wide  and  the  beam  of 
the  vessel  Is  over  twenty  feet,  It  will 
readily  be  seen  that  the  operation  re- 
quired careful  skill  and  handling. 

But  the  trip  was  made,  the  vessel  de- 
livered. And  from  this  pattern,  these 
deadly  craft  flow,  as  Inexorably  as  the 
water  In  which  they  are  to  serve,  from  the 
hands  of  skilled  Canadian  craftsmen  and 
women  to  wartime  duty  on  the  Seven 
Seas.

"With  Its  larder  shelves  stocked  . . . with 
his  own  ^orlte  cigars  in  a box,  and 
packets  of  ngareltes  under  lock  and  key, 
the  train  stands  somewhere  near  London, 
always  ready  to  move  . . ." 

They  can  it  "the  P.M.'s  train."  It 
was  a.ssembled  In  the  early  days  of 
the  war  for  the  King  and  Queen; 
but  they  travel  mostly  by  car.  and  It  is 
now  used  almost  exclusively  by  the  Prime 
Minister.  — 

In  It  Mr.  Churchill  travels  all  over  the 
British  Isles.  It  stands  waiting  for  him 
day  and  night;  ready  to  leave  at  almost  a 
moment's  notice  for  any  destination  In 
the  land. 

If  you  saw  It  flashing  through  one  of  our 
stations  or  standing  in  a siding  it  is  Im- 
probable that  you  would  spare  it  a second 
thought  or  glance.  For  It  is  a very  or- 
dinary train— a sleeper,  a Pullman,  two  or 
three  other  corridor  coache.s;  and  even 
the  varnish  is  not  too  bright. 

And  thereby  hangs  a tale:  For  in  thl.s 
re.spect  the  P.M.'s  train  is  the  heartbreak 
and  the  despair  of  every  cleaner  on  the 
Southern  Railway. 

"You  see."  said  one  of  them  to  me  sad- 
ly. "they  won't  let  us  polish  It.  and  we 
hate  to  tiilnk  of  'Winnie'  scooting  about 
the  country  in  an  old-looking  thing  like 
that" 

But  that  is  war.  TTiere  was  a time  In 
the  early  days  when  the  men  and  women 
cleaners  didn't  understand  and  when  they 
sneaked  around  with  pots  of  metal  polish 
and  rags  to  give  It  a surreptitious  polish 
whenever  the  powers-that-be  weren’t 
looking. 

So  In  the  end  they  had  all  to  be  called 
together  and  warned  that  even  the  gen- 
eral manager  of  the  Southern,  while  he

hated  the  thought  of  Mr.  Churchill's  go- 
ing about  In  a train  looking  like  his  own 
special,  had  to  put  up  with  It  because  It 
might  mean  his  safety. 

The  Security  authorities  have  deliber- 
ately made  th»  tram  inconspicuous.  It 
Is  often  in  the  blitzed  places;  it  has  been 
in  a blitz.  We  do  not  want  U to  be  a 
target  for  the  Hun.  Someone  suggested 
that  It  should  be  camouflaged;  but  that 
would  mean  camouflaging  every  other 
train  on  our  four  great  railway  systems. 

So  they  have  painted  out  the  white  roof 
nr  the  Pullman  and  have  allowed  the 
paint-work  to  get  as  dull  as  possible. 
Even  then,  when  a few  months  ago  the 
train  went  Into  a strange  shop  to  be 
"lifted."  the  painters  and  vamlshers  got 
hold  nf  It  and  gave  U an  unofficial 
varnish.  Just  as  their  tribute  to  the 
Premier. 

Train  Always  Ready 

WITH  its  larder  shelves  stocked  with 
such  things  as  do  not  need  to  be 
kept  In  cold  storage;  with  his  own  favorite 
cigars  In  a box.  and  packets  of  popular 
cigarettes  under  lock  and  key.  the  train 
stands  somewhere  near  London,  always 
ready  to  move.  There  are  times  when  only 
a few  hours'  notice  can  be  given. 

On  those  occa.slons  the  wires  get  busy, 
fnr  aJl  trains,  even  expresses,  must  give 
way  to  the  P M.  specif,  and  H may  be 
that  over  200  trains  are  affected  in  their 
running.  Then  sheets  and  blankets  have 
to  be  hurried  from  King's  Cross— they  are 
kept  there  for  airing  — food  has  to  be 
taken  on  board;  gas  pumped  into  the 
chambers;  the  dust  sheets  removed  from 
the  armchairs  In  the  coupes  and  other 
compartments. 

In  the  Bummer  It  is  easy.  In  the  Winter 
the  train  causes  many  a headache  to  the 
responsible  staff,  when  vacuum  brakes 
may  get  frozen  through  disuse,  and  the 
dregs  of  water  In  the  heating  system,  even 
though  emptied,  may  crack  pipes. 

There  wa.s  the  occa.slon  la.U  Winter 


when  the  train  hod  stood  for  ten  days  In 
the  sidings  through  the  frost.  "I  won't 
fill  her  with  water  Uli  the  last  minute." 
said  the  man  in  charge,  “In  ca.^  she 
freezes. " "Pill  her  up  at  once,"  said  heart 
office.  "You  never  know."  So  they  did. 
An  engine  was  brought  and  the  steam  was 
turned  on— and  two  coaches  were  flooded. 

However,  they  repaired  the  danuge  by 
Sk.irip  to  London,  and  the  train  was  Just 
ready  In  lime.  In  Winter  an  engine  is 
always  attached  to  the  train,  with 
steam  up 

Works  and  "Naps" 

IT  la  not  often  that  Mr.  Churchill  spends 
the  night  In  hts  train.  He  mostly  uses 
the  sleeper  for  "cat-naps."  He  is  one  of 
those  men  with  an  Inestimable  gift  of 
being  able  to  relax  at  a moment's  notice. 
He  also  finds  a change  of  scene  helpful 
to  concentration. 

He  will  work  at  his  papers  In  the  morn- 
ing, perhaps  at  a table  In  one  of  the  easy 
chairs  in  the  drawing-room.  After  lunch 
he  invariably  relaxes  in  the  sleeper  for 
an  hour.  He  may  stretch  out  on  his  bed 
two  or  three  times  a day  If  the  op- 
portunity offers. 

7*hen  he  will  return  to  his  work— more 
papers,  or  conversatlnns  with  his  staff  ny 
hLs  secretaries,  In  the  more  Intimate 
seclusion  of  the  coupe  or  an  ordinary 
compartment.  Whenever  possible,  the 
same  attendants  and  stewards  are  always 
allocated  to  the  Premier.  They  have  got 
to  know  his  tastes  and  his  dislikes,  his 
habits  and  his  fancies.  ** 

And  they  know  that  often  he  will  re- 
main at  work  till  the  early  hours  of  the 
morning,  and  that  If  he  has  to  sleep  on 
board,  he  may  start  a most  Important 
conference  at  midnight.  "Of  all  the  men 
1 have  ever  met.  the  Prime  Minister  Is  the 
hardest  worker,*'  said  a man  who  had 
attended  him.  And  then  he  added,  as 
though  he  might  be  mhunderstoo^.  "and 
the  most  understanding  man  to  work  for. " 


T T ^ HEN  an  organization  Is  formed, 
y A military  or  civil,  large  or  small, 
one  of  the  first  steps  taken  Is  to 
provide  It  witii  a badge  and  a motto.  We 
have  just  seen  an  example  of  this  with 
the  formation  of  the  Air  Training  Corps, 
which  has  adopted  the  ftisplrlng  motto 
■ not  slogan,  please',  "Venture,  Ad- 
venture." 


Few  people  pause  to  wonder  how  the 
practice  began.  Still  fewer  realise  that  H 
Is  one  of  the  oldest  Institutions  of  the 
human  race. 

Who  devised  Uie  first  badge  we  do  not 
know,  but  It  must  have  been  near  the 
dawn  of  time,  for  we  do  know  that  badges 
and  mottoes  were  In  common  use  long 
before  the  period  of  which  we  have  any 
written  history.  TTie  earliest  Assyrian 
carvings,  and  Egyptian  hieroglyphs  depict 
them.  These  early  badges  were  usually 
of  a simple  nature,  but  they  developed 
until,  as  heraldry,  they  became  not  only 
a fine  art.  but  a highly  complicated  one. 
The  Lion  of  Judah 

IN  the  earliest  scriptures  we  find  dif- 
ferent tribes  employing  distinguishing 
marks  on  shields  and  standards,  and 
these,  we  may  suppose,  were  to  make 
recognition  easy,  particularly  In  battle. 
The  Assyrians  us^  such  devices  as  winged 
bulls,  archers,  and  galloping  horses.  The 
tribes  of  Israel  had  their  insignia.  Judah 
displayed  the  lion,  a symbol  that  has 
come  down  through  the  ages  to  their 
descendants  In  Ethiopia.  The  sign  of 
Reuben  was  a man;  Ephraim  an  ox.  and 
Dan.  an  eagle. 

The  ancient  Egyptians  also  choee  the 
ox.  although  each  regiment  or  company 
In  the  armies  of  the  Pharaohs  had  its 
own  standard,  usually  a bird,  beast,  or 
reptile,  or  perhaps  a sacred  boat.  The 
Athenian  device  was  an  owl;  the  Qauls 
took  the  bear;  the  Romans,  an  eagle. 

The  badge  of  the  Baxons  was  a white 
horse.  They  carved  It  on  many  an  Eng- 
lish hillside  to  celebrate  their  rictories. 
stripping  off  the  turf  to  leave  the  device 
showing  In  chalk.  Hence  the  significance 
of  thoee  names  Henglst  (a  stone  horse) 
and  Horia.  The  white  horse  has  survived 
es  a tavern  slgnl 

As  time  went  on  it  became  more  and 
more  the  custom  to  display  these  dls- 
tmguUhtng  marks.  The  use  of  armor. 


with  men  looking  very  much  alike,  made 
It  necessary-  These  marks  were  not  only 
nstlonsl;  each  general  began  to  carry 
his  own  device,  which  was  held  up  to 
encourage  his  men  or  mark  a rallying 
place.  Mottoes  followed,  and  these  were 
shouted  as  opposing  armies  rushed  into 
battle.  Regiments  still  have  mottoes, 
though  they  no  longer  shout  them  as  they 
charge. 

At  first  it  was  customary  to  make 
badges  as  ferocious  as  possible  to  In- 
timidate the  enemy,  and  many  early 
badges  (like  those  of  savages',  depicted 
monsters,  dragons,  and  the  most  terrific 
forms  of  animals  that  could  be  devised. 

As  time  went  on,  the  development  of 
badges  and  banners  kept  pace  with  the 
Improvement  in  accoutrements.  William 
the  Conqueror's  badge  was  the  two  lions 
of  Normandy,  and  soon  after  the  Nor- 
mans came  to  Britain  badges  had  reached 
such  a high  state  of  development  that  we 
can  a-sslgn  to  this  period  the  beginning 
of  heraldry  proper. 

But  as  yet  these  badges  were  not 
hereditary.  Bach  baron  or  knight  de- 
signed hlB  own  badge,  and  his  son  did  the 
same.  Under  the  feudal,  system,  when 
each  man  was  responsible  to  his  im- 
mediate overlord,  distinguishing  badges 
became  the  vogue.  The  device  of  each 
knight  was  well  known,  for  It  was  con- 
stantly displayed  at  jousts  and  tourna- 
ments. Indeed,  the  knight  employed  s 
man.  an  esquire,  to  display  his  household 
mark. 

Corporgl't  Stripe 

The  system  of  heraldry  as  we  know  It 
today,  was.  therefore,  of  Norman 
origin,  and  the  old  Norman  terms  are 
still  employed.  As  the  devices  became 
more  complicated  H became  nKessary  to 
cut  the  badge  or  shield  into  sections,  to 
separate  the  different  marks. 

There  were  seven  ways  of  doing  this. 
At  sn  example  we  need  mention  only  one 
->ihe  chevron.  The  next  time  you  see  a 
corpOTtl’s  stripes,  remember  that  this  was 
originally  an  heraldic  mark  to  divide  a 
shield.  As  a matter  of  detail,  it  representa 
the  roof-tree  of  a house. 

7*he  College  of  Heralds  keeps  a record 
of  the  many  devices  that  began  originally 
as  tribal  marks.  ReglmenUJ  badges,  and 
similar  marks,  all  came  from  the  same 
beglnnlngr— W.  E.  Johns.

Reykjavik  ab  soon  as  the  first 
American  troops  had  moved  into 
their  quarters,  there  was  much  mingling 
between  them  and  the  British  Tommies 
In  the  streets,  the  shops,  the  camps  and 
the  canteens.  British  soldiers  took  the 
Americans  Into  the  shops  and  could  be 
heard  everywhere  trying  their  best  to 
teach  Uncle  Sam's  emissaries  what  bits  of

This  IsJiguage,  though  perhaps  few  of 
them  knew  it,  is  one  of  the  oldest  living 
tongues  in  Europe.  Dr.  Bjorn  Thordarson, 
the  eminent  Icelandic  scholar,  says  that 
a thousand  years  ago  it  was  spoken 
throughout  Scandinavia.  The  language 
has  altered  ao  little  for  hundreds  of  years 
that  any  Icelandic  child  old  enough  to 
read  can  understand  the  prose  of  the 
twelfth  or  thirteenth  century  as  ea.<rily 
as  the  spoken  or  written  tongue  of  the 
present  day. 


A Century  of 
Cooks 

Trtm  Tin  Tim** 

The  first  excursion  organzied  by 
Thomas  Cook  was  a cheap  railway 
trip  from  Leicester  to  Loughbor- 
— Ough  and  back  on  July  S,  1841.  It  was  an 
artful  device  to  secure  a good  attendance 
at  a temperance  meeting  at  Loughbor- 
ough, for  Thomaa  Cook,  then  aged  thirty- 
two.  was  an  ardent  teetotaller  and  secre- 
tary of  the  South  Midland  Temperance 
Association.  So  began  the  world-wide  and 
world-famous  travel  agency  which  today 
attains  its  centenary. 

Thomas  Cook's  rise  eras  In  the  best  tra- 
dition of  the  Victorian  "success  story." 
Bom  in  the  village  of  Melbourne.  Derby- 
shire. in  a tiny  cottage  that  stili  stands, 
he  started  work  at  the  age  of  ten  as  a 
gardener's  boy.  Later  be  learned  the  trade 
of  wood-turning  from  an  uncle  and  set  up 
in  business  for  himself  at  Market  Uar- 
borough.  The  idea  for  that  first  excursion 
came  to  him  during  a walk  of  fifteen  miles 
Into  Leicester  to  attend  a temperance 
gathering.  So  successful  was  the  venture 
that  he  was  kept  busy  arranrtng  similar 


excursions  (or  the  next  year  or  two. 
Launching  out  farther,  in  1848  he  con- 
ducted a party  of  350  on  a tour  of  Scot- 
land. For  the  Orest  Exhibition  of  1851 
he  carried  185,000  visitors  to  London  from 
all  parts  of  the  British  Isles. 

In  1855  Thomas  Cook  made  arrange- 
ments for  Uiousaads  of  visitors  to  the 
Paris  Exhibition  and  so  opened  the  way 
for  his  first  Contlnentsl  tour— a grand 
circular  tour  that  Included  Brussels.  Co- 
logne, the  Rhine,  Heidelberg,  Strasbourg, 
and  Paris.  During  the  early  sixties  his 
Continental  activities  extended  rapidly. 

In  1885,  u he  was  to  write  later, 
"through  many  difficulties,  I got  my  first 
party  to  Rome  and  Naples,  and  for  several 
years  our  way  was  through  brigand-in- 
fested districts,  when  military  escorts  pro- 
tected us."  The  first  round-the-world  tour 
was  made  in  1873  by  Thomas  Cook  him- 
self with  nine  companions.  It  aroused 
such  interest  that  The  'Hmes  commis- 
sioned him  to  send  a series  of  dispatches 
describing  its  progress. 

Three  Generations 

Three  generations  of  the  Cook  family 
have  been  associated  with  the  growth 
of  the  business.  The  founder  virtually  re- 
tired In  1878  and  died  in  1893,  in  his 
eighty-fourth  year,  leaving  the  direction 
of  affairs  In  the  hands  of  his  son,  John 
Mason  Cook,  whose  sons  in  their  turn, 
after  John  Mason  Cook's  death  in  1899. 
continued  In-control  till  1934.  In  1934  a 
private  limited  company  was  formed  to 
administer  the  traK)sl  business,  with  a se- 
parate limited  company  to  control  the 
banking  botlness. 

Today  the  firm's  normal  activities  are 
perforce  much  curtailed  by  the  war. 
though  continuing  so  far  as  possible  both 
St  home  and  among  overseas  branches. 
Nevertheless,  one  department  of  Thomaa 
Cook  and  Bon  Is  exceedingly  busy,  having 
been  officially  charged  with  the  transmis- 
sion of  letters  from  private  Individuals  to 
and  from  enemy  countries  and  enemy  oc- 
cupied terrltoriu. 

The  beginning  of  the  present  war  con- 
fronted the  firm  with  the  formidable  task 
of  repatriating  targe  numbers  of  overseas 
tourists  stranded  in  Great  Britain,  besides 
withdrawing  BrltlKh  tourists  from  the 
Continent.

The  Spinner 

Big  Demand  for  Yarns 

rrpoi  Tht  Timm  WmSiv  (LoM«a< 

IANCABHIRE  spinneri  have  been  un- 
^ able  to  satisfy  all  their  overseas 
customers  and  they  have  had  to  re- 
fuse orders  for  large  weights  of  yarn, 
especially  in  the  coarse  counts  section. 
On  the  face  of  K they  may  therefore  seem 

iHirT  effort  a*  o er  secUons  of  the 
Lancashire  trade,  but  in  truth  Uie  spin- 
ners. occupying  a key  position  in  the 
cotton  industry's  atlempU  to  meet  export 
and  Government  requirements,  have  done 
great  work  dlrecUy  and  indirectly.  If 
their  products  are  not  being  exported  as 
yams  in  pre-war  quantities,  at  any  rale 
they  are  being  exported  in  a more  Im- 
portant way  as  cloth. 

Before  the  outbreak  of  Uie  present  war 
exports  of  British  cotton  yarns  were  on  a 
high  level,  but  something  like  half  of  ihe 
weight  sent  abroad  went  to  countries  now 
under  German  control  or  to  Germany 
itself.  Of  these  exports  to  the  Continent 
a large  proportion  were  coarse  yarns.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  loss  of  these  markets 
for  heavier  yams  was  less  disturbing  be- 
cause the  output  of  coarse  counts  was 
largely  ne^ed  for  Government  require- 
ments— for  manufacturers  weaving  web- 
bing, bandages,  overall  cloths,  ground 
sheets,  and  similar  military  supplies. 

The  unprecedented  demand  for  coarse 
yarns  for  essential  cloth.i  put  something 
of  a strain  on  Uie  industry's  capacity, 
despite  the  loas  of  Coutinenial  markets, 
and  that  is  one  reason  why  Lancashire 
spinners  have  had  difficulty  in  meeting 
the  demand  from  abroad.  The  position 
has  been  made  a little  easier  by  changes 
In  specifications  for  Government  cloths, 
but  even  so  the  be.it  opportunities  for 
yarn  exports  appear  to  be  in  finer  counts, 
III  yams  lor  the  hoeiery  trade,  and  in 
fancy  and  specialty  yams. 

Increasing  Sales 

SOME  spinners  of  fine  yarns  have  been 
able  to  maintain  their  exporbi.  even 
on  occasion  Increasing  their  sales,  by  sup- 
plying goods  similar  to  those  formerly 
exported  by  Germany,  luiy,  Czecho- 
slovakia. and  other  Continental  countries. 
A considerable  business  .has,  been  done, 
for  example,  with  South  American  states. 
Under  the  present  economic  policy  of  the 
BrltUih  Government,  involving  direction 
of  exports  to  selected  marketa  and  de- 
manding the  highest  possible  exchange 
return,  there  cannot  be  much  hope  of  ex- 
panding yarn  export  trade  as  such.  But 
there  are  other  ways  in  which  spinners 
have  helped,  and  continue  to  help  in 
increasing  measure,  Lancashire's  export 
effort  as  a whole 

In  the  search  for  originality  of  style, 
design  and  color,  producers  have  for  sev- 
eral years  turned  to  the  development  of 
printing  and  dyeing  methods,  and  the 
success  of  these  has  tended  to  over- 
shadow the  imporuuice  of  fabrics  in  which 
design  IS  the  result  of  clever  cloth  con- 
struction for  unusual  surface  effects  or, 
using  colored  yams,  for  color  combma- 
Uons  and  contrasts.  Some  cynics  hsvs 
even  pointed  to  the  undoubted  fact  that 
there  has  been  no  outstanding  develop- 
ment In  the  art  of  weaving  since  the  In- 
dustrial Revolution. 

Progress  In  weaving,  it  is  true,  has 
probably  concerned  mechanical  means  of 
increasing  output  per  operative,  simpler 
means  of  achieving  old  effects,  or  gadgets 
leaving  the  fundamentals  of  weaving 
scarcely  allered.  Nevertheless,  the  trend 
of  the  last  year  or  two  amounts  to  a 
revolution  in  the  yams  available  to  the 
weaver,  and  It  is  a revolution  a long  way 
from  exhausuoti.  The  modem  power- 
loom  weaver  need  feel  no  shame  when  he 
considers  the  achievements  of  the  early 
master  craftsman.  His  possibilities  today 
are  infinite— literally  ao— and  ha  owes  s 
great  deal  to  the  variety  of  yams  pro- 
vided by  the  spinner.  Lancashire  special- 
ists in  spinning  fancy  yams  have  de- 
veloped types  which  can  be  no  more  liian 
catalogued  here.  They  spin  mercerized 
cotton,  rayon,  and  oUier  yams  In  fast 
colors,  to  be  used  In  striping  and  check- 
ing; grandrelles,  which  are  two-fold  yarns 
nf  different  colors,  and  mock-grandrtlles, 
which  sre  single  yams  spun  from  dif- 
ferently colored  "rovings",  and  mixture 
yams  composed  of  cotton  and  acetate  or 
vlacose  rayon,  cotton,  and  woo],  and  so  on. 

Theae  are  the  fancy  yams  which  make 
possible  originality  of  color  effect  In 
woven  fabrics.  There  are  others  which 
aim  at  surface  effect,  such  as  slubs  and 
knops  as  well  as  the  obvious  crepe  yarns. 
The  technique  of  producing  these  special- 
ties lor  the  dress  and  furnishing  trades 
has  Improved  beyond  the  dreams  of  the 
early  splnner.i  and  weavers,  with  this 
diversity  in  yams  for  the  weaver's  art.  tha 
Impetus  of  design  had  begun  a return  to 
the  spinner,  whose  experience  and  knowl- 
edge Is  nearest  to  the  raw  material. 

Synthetic  Fibres 

The  introduction  of  synthetic  fibres 
and  their  constant  improvement  has 
accelerated  this  swing  back  to  splnnttig  as 
a source  of  irupiratton  to  modem  de- 
signers. To  the  variety  of  natural  fibres 
the  spinner  can  now  add  the  versatile 
characteristics  of  rayon,  both  acetate  and 
viscose.  Rayon'jr unique  qualities  enable 
the  weaver  to  make  cloths  with  unusual 
handle  and  to  obtain  color  variety  by 
using  yams  differing  in  their  response  to 
dyeing  or  prlnUng  Both  aceUU  and 
riaeose  rayon  can  be  used  for  croos- 
dyeing  effecU,  either  by  blends  of  rayon 
with  other  fibres  In  the  spinning  process, 
or  by  blending  rayon  yarns  with  other 
textile  yams.  The  introduction  of  staple 
fibre  In  colored  form— the  dyestuff  being 
introduced  when  the  viscose  Is  sUll  in 
solution— U alto  hsving  s strong  Influence 
on  design  through  the  greater  scope  ptM- 
sibie  in  producing  grandrelles.  mock- 
grandrelles,  blends  and  cross-dyeing.

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Fertilizers  to  Enrich  the 
Soil  and  Improve  Its 


Reminders  of  Things  to  Do 


Despite  its  pre»c>u-dfty  «carcily  and 
deAplu  ihe  rndleas  number  of  new 
lertlUsers  and  plant  foods  that  are  con- 
stantly belnit  offered  to  gardeners,  old- 
(ashluned  barnyard  manure  or  stable 
manure  Is  stllJ  held  In  hiKh  regard  by 
most  gardeners. 

The  three  vital  elements  for  plant 
growth  -nitrogen,  phosphorous  and  potash 
— are  held  In  barnyard  or  stable  manure, 
although  hi  varying  amounts,  dependent 
on  the  manure  Manure  also  contains  or- 
ganic matter  which  supplies  humus  to  the 
soil,  which  In  turn  is  especially  bj-nellclal 
for  improving  the  physical  structure  of 
clay  and  sandy  soils  and  encouraging 
beneficial  bacteria. 

Well-rotted  manure  is  not  harmful  to 
plants  and  can  be  applied  In  either 
Spring  or  Autumn.  In  Autumn  it  can  be 
spread  over  the  soli  as  a mulch,  while 
Winter’s  snow  and  rains  leach  It  into  the 
soli.  On  large  areas  it  la  often  ploughed 
under  Immediately  after  being  applied 
Stored  In  the  open,  manure  loses  some 
of  Its  ferllUzlng  properties,  nitrogen  IcutS 
particularly  running  high,  if  a load  is 
not  used  up  Immediately,  storing  it  like 
a compost  heap  or  covering  with  soil  is 
advisable.  The  most  effective  way  of 
utilising  It  Is  to  compost  It  with  soli  and 
other  organic  materials  for  a period  of 
several  months. 


vent  the  weakening  Influence  of  seed  pro- 
duction. Springing  from  beneath  each 
faded- truss  Is  the  young  growth  on  which 
next  year's  flowers  will  be  borne.  0\^rd 
that  carefully.  There  Is  no  tear  of  in- 
jury If.  when  removing  the  faded  truss, 
you  twist  It  ofT  at  the  base.  Loosen  the  soil 
a.<t  far  as  the  branches  stretch,  and  mulch 
the  loosened  part  with  a two-inch  layer 
of  peat  or  leaf  mould. 

Decorative  chrysanthemums  In  puls  are 
now  being  formed.  Retain  between  eight 
and  twelve  shoots  according  to  the  va- 
riety and  the  vigor  of  the  growth  Re- 
move the  surplus  shoots  at  their  base. 
Throughout  the  season  side-shoots  will 
appear  m the  leaf  joints  of  Uie  retained 
shoots  They  must  all  be  eliminated, 
while  quite  short,  thus  malntalnUig  the 
original  purpose  of  a specified  number  of 
blooms  per  plant.  Japanese  and  Incurve 
chrysanthemums  may  show  their  buds 
at  any  time.  Take  these  as  soon  as  the 
side  buds  are  big  enough  to  remove  with 
the  point  of  a penknife  blade  without  In- 
juring the  larger  central  bud  Hold  the 
stem  with  the  left  hand  while  you  de- 
tach the  unwanted  buds  with  the  right. 

Sow  hollyhocks  for  flowering  next  year. 
Sow  very  thinly  In  boxes  of  sandy  soil  in 
the  cold  frame,  or  in  a partially  shaded 
border  When  the  seedlings  are  large 
enoi^i  to  handle,  transplant  them  at 


Resting  cyclamen  ran  now  be 
started  into  growth.  Stand  the.  pots 
In  a shady  greenhou.se  stage,  water 
sparingly  until  leaves  show,  then  norm- 
ally When  leaf  aulks  are  two  Inches  long, 
re-pot  Into  a size  larger  vessel,  using  rich, 
loamy  compost.  A fortnight  later  trans- 
fer the  planU  to  a shady  cold  frame,  where 
with  generous  watering  and  dally  overhead 
spraying  with  clear  water,  tliey  will  make 
up  fine  full-of-bud  plants  ready  for  re- 
housing in  late  September.  By  the  way, 
when  re-pottlng.  you  mustn't  more  than 
hall  bury  the  corm. 

Begin  Alpine  transplanting,  dealing  first 
with  lha  early-flowering  saxifrages.

each  plant  carefully,  divide  It  Into  small 
sections,  and  replant  after  enriching  the 
soil 

There  are  many  faded  flowers  to  re- 
move In  the  hanging  baskets,  and  may- 
be a degree  of  overcrowding  that  spoils 
the  chances  of  everything  If  this  occurs 
In  your  baskets,  pull  up  the  least  desir- 
able plants.  Finish  up  by  mulching  with 
a one-inch  layer  of  well-decayed  manure, 
granulated  peat,  old  bulb  fibre,  leaf  mould, 
or  spent  hops,  to  feed  and,  most  Important 
of  all.  conserve  moisture,  which  Is  the 
primary  need  o(  hanguig  baakeU. 

Faded  flowers  must  come  ofl  late  flow- 
ering rhododendron.^  and  azaleas,  to  pre-

■y\^ELL-ROTTED  horse  manure  is  the 
all-round  standby.  Cow  manure  Is 
heavier  and  wetter,  best  for  greedy  plants 
such  as  roses  or  peonies,  and  not  too  good 
for  a heavy  water-holding  clay  soil. 
Poultry  and  sheep  manures  are  good.  If 
properly  used.  They  have  less  organic 
bulk  for  increasing  humu.i.  are  more  con- 
centrated and  their  plant  foods  are 
quicker  acting  They  are  usually  applied 
as  top  dressings  In  Spring,  alone,  mixing 
well  with  the  soil  so  that  they  will  not 
burn  tender  plant  shoots. 

Chicken  manure  at  the  rate  of  twenty 
pounds  to  400  square-  ieau  and-  aheep 
manure  at  forty  pounds  to  the  .same  area, 
are  the  recommended  amounts  They  are 
both  high  In  nitrogen,  consequently  sup- 
plementary feedings  of  hardwood  ashes, 
superphosphate  or  other  ferUUzers  high 
In  potash  and  phosphorous  are  advisable, 
ax  well  as  humus-bullding  material.  More 
readily  available  nowadays  Is  dehydrated 
cow  manure,  sold  under  various  trade 
names.  Presumably,  the  processing  kills 
weed  seeds  yet  leaves  humus  and  food  for 
the  soU. 

It  Is  possible  to  add  too  much  manure 
to  the  soli,  cither  by  using  It  too  lavishly 
or  loo  frequently.  For  any  single  mulch- 
ing or  fertilizing  before  spading.  U is 
.ipread  two  or  three  inches  deep.  If 
manure  Is  supplied  every  year  for  several 
years,  the  sol]  may  become  too  rich  In 
nitrogen,  evidenced  by  the  plants  running 
to  stems  and  leaves  instead  of  making 
average  all-round  growth

Three  Main  Essentials  in 
Wintering  Bees 


There  is  no  phase  of  Canadian  bec- 
keepmg  that  demands  more  thought 
and  care  than  that  of  preparing  bees  for 
the  Winter,  nor  is  there  any  other  part 
of  the  year's  work  so  capable  of  producing 
such  disastrous  results.  If  not  carefully 
and  thoroughly  carried  out.  says  C.  B. 
Oooderham,  Dominion  Apiarist.  Central 
Experimental  Farm,  Ottawa.  The  three 
main  ex.<^entlals  for  successful  wintering 
are  1.  strong  colonies  of  young  bees;  2. 
a plentiful  supply  of  food,  and  3.  adequate 
protection.  The  beekeeper  Is  responsible 
for  all  three,  and,  if  he  falls  to  provide 
any  cnie  of  them,  he  nulUflea  the  beneflts 
of  the  others.  The  first  e.tsenUal  requires 
that  each  colony  be  headed  with  a young 
vigorous  queen  during  the  Fall  months, 
that  she  has  sufficient  room  for  the  brood 
she  produces  and  that  the  bees  have 
enough  food  to  rear  this  brood  to  mat- 
lurlty. 

The  second  requisite,  food,  U supplied 
either  by  leaving  the  bees  an  adequate 
supply  of  honey  from  the  crop  they  har- 
vested, or  by  feedmg  them  with  an  equal 
amount  of  sugar  made  Into  a syrup  of  two 
parts  sugar  to  one  part  water.  If  syrup  is 
fed,  however,  care  must  be  taken  to  see 
that  every  crystal  of  sugar  Is  dissolved 
otherwise  the  syrup  will  recrystalUze  In 
the  combs  and  the  bees  die  of  starvation. 
If  honey  Is  left  as  the  Winter's  food  sup- 
ply, It  must  be  of  the  highest  quality  such 
as  clover  or  buckwheat,  as  that  from 
other  sources  Is  dangerous.  Tlie  Winter  s 
supply  should  all  be  given  before  Uie 
weather  becomes  cool  enough  for  the  bee.<i 
to  form  their  Winter  cluster  and  be  large 
enough  to  last  Until  the  bees  can  gather 
enough  for  their  needs  from  the  fields  the 
following  Spring.  It  is  far  better  to  And 
strong,  living  colonies  with  a surplus  of 
food  next  Spring  than  to  And  them  dead 
of  starvation. 


The  effect  of  humidity  on  egg  quality 
has  for  some  time  been  recognized, 
but  comparatively  few  people  are  aware 
of  Us  importance,  states  the  bulletin  en- 
titled ^Conservation  of  Egg  Quality."  No 
57  in  the  War  Time  Production  Senes.  Is- 
sued by  the  Agricultural  Supplies  Board. 
If  the  moisture  content  of  the  air  In  an 
egg-holding  room  is  around  fifty  per  cent 
or  lower,  heavy  shrinkage  In  weight  oc- 
curs, resulting  In  enlarged  air  cells.  If, 
however,  the  humidity  rises  to  extreme 
levels  of  ninety  per  cent  or  more,  mould 
growth  with  resultant  musty  flavor  will 
be  serious.  This  will  be  quite  marked  It 
this  high  humidity  is  associated  with  a 
temperature  of  forty  degrees  or  higher. 
The  Importance  of  humidity  is  possibly 
more  clearly  shown  by  the  results  of  ex- 
perimental work  carried  on  in  the  study 
of  egg  quality.  When  an  average  humidity 
of  thirty-eight  per  cent  was  maintained 
In  the  egg  room,  only  eight  per  cent  of 
the  eggs  graded  In  top  grade  and  ninety- 
two  per  cent  was  In  the  second  grade. 
When  the  relative  humidity  was  raised  to 
seventy-seven  per  cent  with  no  other 
change  In  practice,  the  eggs  all  graded  in 
the  top  grade. 


chr>-santhcmums.  The  'mums  can  be 
labeled  at  the  time  of  their  first  flower- 
ing. and  the  sensitive  color  enthusiast  can 
segregate  them  for  future  planting. 

Colorful  Gaillsrdigs 

The  Purtola  hybnd.5  are  a fini'  strain 
of  gaillardia  and  are  really  comfort- 
able to  grow  from  seed,  because  green 
shoots  appear  about  a week  after  sowing 
and  the  plants  are  well  developed  before 
frost  Eventually.  In  bloom,  they  are  over 
two  feet  high  and  the  colorful,  long- 
stemmed  "daisies’*  keep  coming,  right  up 
to  frost.  Like  other  prolific  bloomers,  they 
must  be  picked  regularly. 

While  the  gaillardlas  are  suited  to  maM 
plantings,  the  blue  lupine-llke  False 
Indigo,  or  baplisla.  growing  two  feet  tall 
and  almost  as  wide,  is  effective  ax  a 
specimen  plant  at  regular  intervals.  Be- 
hind these  two  at  the  rear  of  the  border 
U placed  the  striking  meadowrue,  Thalic- 
trum  glaucum.  too  seldom  seen  In  average 
gardens.  Yet  It  Is  easily  grown  and  a 
perfect  foil  for  the  clumps  of  blue  Chinese 
Delphlnlum.s  which  are  massed  before  It. 

These  Chinese  Larkspurs,  with  their 
finely  cut  leaves  and  open  panicles  of 
gentian-blue  (lowers — so  much  leas  trouble 
to  succeed  with  than  the  taller  delphin- 
ium hybrids  — belong  to  the  Summer 
stand-by  section  of  the  perennial  br^der, 
and  with  Shasta  Dalsle.%  veronlrax,  Lite 
d^hlmney  Bellflower  and  the  continuing 
gHllIardiax,  keep  up  a bright  purple,  yel- 
low. orange  and  white  display  until  frost. 
The  writer’s  recommendations  are  the 
Mayfield  Giant  strain  of  Shastax  (Chrys- 
anthemum maximum!.  Veronica  spicta 
and  Campanula  pyramldalls.  This  tall 
bellflower  is  most  effective  at  the  back 
of  the  border,  planted  altemalely  with 
the  meadowrue 


There  is  a beautiful  galaxy  of  peren- 
nials which  grow  so  easily  and  freely 
from  seed  that  a dozen  packets,  well 
chosen  and  well  grown,  may  readily  pro- 
vide enough  to  fill  the  largest  hardy 
border.  Now  that  Summer's  worst  heat  is 
past  it  Is  a simple  matter  U>  prepare  open, 
though  protected,  seed  plots  for  their  sow- 
ing, or  else  to  press  the  cold  frames  Into 
use  again.  In  either  ca.se,  xeed.s  are  sown 
thinly,  so  that  the  young  seedlings  may 
over-winter  without  crowding,  and  trans- 
planting to  permanent  quarters  may  be 
delayed  until  early  Spring.  'Then  the 
gardener  may  count  on  a store  of  riches 
to  stock  a new  garden,  to  rehabilitate  an 
old  one  or  to  share  with  friends  and 
neighbors;  for  a dozen  packets  can  pro- 
duce an  almost  alarming  number  of 
seedling.s.  writes  Helen  Van  Pelt  Wilson 
In  The  New  York  Times.

iVl  marketing  all  their  yearling  hens 
by  the  time  the  pullets  start  to  lay 
It  has  been  demonstrated  many  limes 
that  good  yearling  hens  can  be  brought 
back  to  profitable  production  after  a short 
rest  following  their  moult  At  the  present 
time.  In  order  to  send  all  the  Canadian 
eggs  required  by  Britain,  the  objective  it 
to  have  a full  hen  house  on  every  farm 
By  retaining  ail  the  good  yearling  henx 
this  objective  will  be  more  readily  at- 
tained with  proper  care  and  proper  feed. 
health7^  vigorous  yearling  henx  can  be 
profitable  producers. 

Poullrymen  are  advised  to  cull  their 
yearling  hens  with  Uie  Idea  of  retaining 
birds  capable  of  profitable  production 
through  the  Fall  and  Winter  month.v 
Only  thaie  birds  which  are  obvious  done 
as  layers  should  be  culled  out  and  mar- 
keted. 

Arrangements  should  be  made  to  hou.<ie 
yearlings  and  pullets  separately.  Older 
birds  always  pick  on  younger  birds  and 
egg  production  suffers.  Where  K is  not 
possible  to  house  them  separately  It  may 
be  possible  to  sell  good  yearlings  to  neigh- 
bors who  have  extra  housing  space,  at 
meat  prices.

Spring  Bloomers 

For  early  effect— from  April  well  Into 
June- -three  perennials  are  suggested. 
A pale-yellow  alyssum  to  edge  the  garden, 
with  sky-blue  flax  aiid  pa-stel  - toned 
columblne.i  for  the  next  line  of  beauty. 
These  two  are  "colonized  ' in  alternate 
groups  of  three  or  more  plants  each. 

Although  Alyssum  xaxatlle,  Ba.iket  of 
Gold.  Is  the  aly.ixum  more  commonly 
grown,  its  color  seems  blatant  besides  the 
pleasing,  lemon-yellow  shade  of  Alyssum 
cltrlnum,  which  Is  quite  as  easy  to  grow. 
If  there  Is  more  than  fifteen  or  twenty 
feet  of  edging  to  cover,  two  packets  are 
sown,  since  these  smaller  plants  are 
finally  set  out  but  two  or  three  Inches 
apart,  wherea.i  larger  subjects,  like  chrys- 
aiithemums  or  delphiniums,  will  require 
in  maturity  some  three  feet  for  each 
plant.  A.<t  with  all  perennials  of  this  list, 
full  sunshine  and  good  drainage  are  es- 
sential. Tlie  charming  Blue  Flax  (Llnium 
perenei,  which  grows  about  eighteen 
Inches  high,  is  a perfect  companion  for 
the  yellow  aly.isum  It  Is  a true  sky-blue, 
opening  fully  In  the  early  part  of  the  day. 
but  closing  Its  tiny  florets  by  afternoon 
and  discarding  them  entirely  by  night  so 
that  the  gardener  finds  in  the  morning 
bits  of  fallen  sky  beneath  the  feathery 
foliage  of  each  plant.  About  July  Unum 
U cut  back  to  three  or  four  Inches.  New 
growth  soon  develops  and  with  It  another 
crop  of  August  and  September  blue. 

When  It  comes  to  columbines,  even  the 
species  found  In  ihe  woods  are  beautiful, 
but  It  Is  the  Improved,  delicately-shaded 
hybrldiTof  the  Bcott  EUlott  strain  of  agui- 
legta  that  have  ^n  such  a delight  in 
both  ihe  border  and  cutting  garden  of  the 
writer.  The  blossoms  are  poised  upon  the 
plants  like  exquisitely  tinted  butterflies. 
This  particular  strain  produces  amazingly 
lovely  color  combination*— lavender  with 
yellow,  cream  with  pink,  and  so  on  But 
It  lx  also  possible  to  have  all-pink  or  all- 
blue or  all-yellow  shades 
Early  In  June  the  galllanllas  begin  to 
open  their  red  and  gold-shaded,  daisy- 
like blooou;  the  blae  baptlsla,  or  False 
Indigo,  flowers  for  two  weeks:  the  tall 
meadowrue  is  alight  with  Jragrant 
Chinese-yellow  heads  of  bloom  The.<«e 
three  make  a charming  color  group,  but. 
Indeed,  all  the  colors  of  this  selected  list 
of  perennials  harmonize  nicely  until  anmk 
pmk  and  red  shades  arrive  with  the 


DONT  keep  flowers  In  the  Ice-box  coo- 
taming  fruit  Is  the  advice  given  by 
the  United  States  Elepartment  of  Agricul- 
ture as  a result  of  extensive  experiment* 
conducted  recently.  The  department  has 
found  that  fruit  such  as  apples,  banana*, 
pears,  etc.  Is  a source  of  ethylene  gas. 
which  shortens  the  life  of  cut  flowers  and 
blooms 

This  conclusion  wss  reached  after  In- 
vestigators used  over  3.600  carnations, 
hundreds  of  roses,  snapdragons,  stocks 
and  narcissi  In  experiments  designed  to 
explain  why  corsages  willed  after  being 
placed  In  the  refrigerator  containing 
fruit. 

The  effectiveness  of  gas  released  from 
maturing  fruit,  while  harmless  to  man.  is 
already  appreciated  by  rose  growers  in 
the  Pacific  Northwest,  who  are  using  ap- 
ples to  defoliate  rose  bushes  before  plac- 
ing them  In  Fall  storage.  The  method 
enniists  of  placing  windfall  apples  in  an 
enclosed  room,  bundled  roses  are  then 
placed  inside  and  the  gas  given  off  by  the 
fruit  causes  the  foliage  to  drop.  One  rose 
grower  reports  100  per  cent  success  with 
thl*  new  system,  and  In  a relatively  short 
time  he  completely  defoliated  50.000  rose 
buslies.  at  a saving  of  nearly  $2.0(X)  In  a 
year's  time.  Stripping  leaves  of  roses  and 
other  nursery  plants  by  machine  has  al- 
ways been  a rather  costly  procedure,  but 
by  using  two  or  three  bushels  of  fruit 
commercial  growers  can  obviate  this  cost 


Winter  Protection 

The  Ufird  factor,  protection,  needs  par- 
ticular attention.  If  one  has  a cellar 
that  can  be  kept  dark,  dry,  free  from  vi- 
bration and  in  which  the  temperature  can 
be  kept  ever,  at  about  (orty-flve  degrees 
F'ohrenheit.  by  all  means  u.ie  It  for  all 
Winters  are  alike  to  bees  stored  In  a good 
cellar.  If.  however,  the  bees  are  to  be 
wintered  outside,  special  cases  must  be 
provided.  The  cases  may  hold  one  or  more 
colonies,  but  must  be  large  enough  to 
hold  from  three  to  six  Inehes  of  insulat- 
ing material  between  the  inside  walls  of 
the  cases  and  the  colonies  on  the  bottom 
and  sll  (our  sides  and  approximately  six 
inches  on  top.  The  thickness  of  the  in- 
sulating material  will  depend  upon  the 
severity  of  the  Winter  m the  region  In 
which  the  bees  are  wintered.  Each  colony 
should  be  provided  with  an  entrance  of 
Its  own  through  the  case  wall.  As  the 
bees  give  off  a certain  amount  of  moisture 
during  the  Winter,  an  air  space  of  at  least 
two  Inches  should  be  provided  above  the 
u>p  packing  and  a ventilation  hole  drilled 
through  two  of  the  upper  side  walls  of 
the  case  and  opening  Into  this  air  space. 

A good  windbreak,  natural  or  artlflciat. 
on  at  least  three*  aides  of  the  apiary  also 
afford*  protection  from  cold  driving  winds

The  glowing  Helen's  Flower,  or  helen- 
lum,  glorifies  August  and  September. 
It  1.1  another  background  perennial  pleas- 
ing in  this  mixture  which  produces  quan- 
tities of  yellow,  brown  and  orange  flowers. 
Since  the  yield  of  four-to-flve-foot  plants 
Is  so  prolific,  and  division  of  the  root*  l.s 
often 'neceiMary  after  the  first  year,  half 
a packet  U plenty  to  sow  unless  border 
space  Is  quite  extensive.  In  the  writer's 
Rard<>n  a row  of  heienlum  Is  planted  In 
the  cutting  garden  also. 

To  insure  a brilliant  late  windup  to  the 
garden  year,  Korean  hybrid  chrysanthe- 
mums are  selected  for  locations  where 
frost  comes  early,  but  the  Autumn  Glory 
mixture  Is  better  If  late  September  to 
mid-October  blooms  have  an  opportunity 
to  develop  fully  before  killing  frost.  The.ie 
last  include  all  the  chrysanthemum 
shades,  with  many  of  the  blooms  fully 
double. 

Chrysanthemums  are  ihe  final  star  per- 
formers In  this  long  series  of  perennials 
which  are  Individually  as  well  as  col- 
lectively most  saUsfactory.  particularly  to 
the  gardener  whose  time  and  experience 
are  rather  limits

Domin- 
ion Apiarist,  advises  beekeepers.  He  8ays 
that  hives  should  not  be  opened  more 
than  is  necessary  at  this  time,  while  the 
blitz  Is  on.  If  necessary  to  open  hives  ex- 
posed supers  should  be  covered  with  rob- 
ber riolhs  or  sacks  to  prevent  robbing, 
and  all  weak  colonle.i  should  be  protected 
and  strengthened.  If  there  Is  any  ten- 
dency to  rob  reduce  all  entrances.  Any 
colony  that  is  In  danger  of  being  over- 
come by  rubbers  should  be  moved  to  the 
cellar  (or  a few  days.  See  that  the  honey 
house  is  bee  proof  and  keep  the  door 
closed  all  the  time.  If  any  colonies  have 
to  be  examined,  do  It  in  the  evening,  or 
under  a bee  tent.  Carelessness  In  observ- 
ing the  advice  given  wUl  likely  result  in 
general  robbing,  which  will  cause  much 
trouble  and  lost  of  colonies.

Milk  Cows  on  Schedule 


AS  a consequence  of  observation  and 
experiment  it  is  believed  that  s^>ms 
sort  of  timing  apparatus  should  be  at- 
tached to  milking  machines,  because  rec- 
ords hive  shown  that  the  butterfat  pro- 
duced by  cows  milked  rapidly  and  uni- 
fomly  at  each  milking  held  up  better 
month  by  month  than  for  cows  milked  by 
machine  with  the  operator  using  his  own 
judgment  as ‘to  the  completion  of  the 
milking  period.  For  five  years  the  cows  at 
the  United  States  Experiment  Station  at 
Geneva.  N.Y.,  have  been  mllEed  by  ma- 
chines adjusted  to  a definite  Urns  sched- 
ule with  an  electric  timet  which  rings  a 
bell  it  the  end  of  a four  to  five  minutes 
period.  With  this  time  srhedale.  one  man 
ran  milk  eighteen  to  twenty  cows  in  an 
hour  and  aU  guesswork  as  to  ths  length 
of  urns  that  each  cow  Is  milked  Is  ellml- 
cstsd. 


I^VBN  In  the  simple  job  of  mixing  the 
meal  and  water  for  the  pigs  there  is 
a right  and  wrong  way.  It  saves  much 
time  and  labor  If  the  water  Is  put  in  the 
pail  or  tub  find,  and  the  meal  added 
afterwards. 

By  this  plan  the  stirring  and  mixing 
ran  be  done  far  more  easily  than  If  the 
water  Is  poured  on  top  of  the  dry  meal. 
When  the  latter  Is  done,  the  meals  stick 
to  the  sides  of  the  vessel  and  this  means 
waste  and  extra  difficulty  In  cleaning

EARLY  on  Uie  tfcond  Sunday  In 
Srpi^mbfr  the  peaaanU  In  the  reg> 
Ion  of  Beloip  above  Brlgue.  In  the 
SwlM  Valais,  celebrate  Shepherd  Sunday. 
This  day  has  been  set  aside  for  the  re- 
turn of  the  sheep  from  the  Summer  pas- 
tures, and  many  a farmer's  hopes  for  the 
Winter  are  pinned  on  the  sUe  and  condi- 
tion of  his  returning  flock 

At  the  beginning  of  May  the  sheep  of 
the  nearby  villages  of  Naters  jtnd  BlaU 
ten  are  driven  through  Belalp  to  the  lonely 
pastures  higher  up.  There,  throughout 
the  Summer,  they  ate  left  alone  and  only 
every  three  or  four  weeks  a herdsman 
climbs  up  to  the  grazing  grounds  to  feed 
the  animats  some  salt  and  to  check  up 
on  their  general  condition  If  a shdeep 
has  had  an  accident  the  man  will  detach 
its  ear-maik  and  submit  the  same  as 
proof  of  Its  death  to  the  owner. 

On  the  second  Sunday  In  September  all 
the  sheep  owners  gather  at  sunrise  on  the 
glorious  Alpine  plateau  of  Belalp.  Preced- 
ing them  four  or  five  shepherds  are  al- 
ready on  their  way  to  the  perilously  lo- 
cated pastures  where  the  slieep  have 
spent  the  Summer  months.  The  waiting 
peasants  Aral  offer  their  prayers  for  the 
safe  return  of  their  flocks  during  an  open- 
•tr  Ma»  Afterwards  the  long  hours  of 
-waiting  are  spent  In  friendly  companion- 
ship. 

After  the  sliepherda  have  reached  the 
herds  and  assembled  them  by  means  of 
curious  guttural  calls,  the  tedious  descent 
for  Belalp  is  started.

Birds  Don't  Worry 

Bird  watchers  have  had  their  activities 
curtailed,  especially  in  coastal  area.s, 
but  investigations  have  shown  that  Uie 
war  has  in  no  way  tnlertered  with  bird 
life. 

Osmsge  to  natural  bird  sanctuaries  has 
been  negligible,  and  off  the  Welsh  and 
Scottish  coasts  the  Island  h^mes  of  the 
gunnels  and  other  large  breeding  grounds 
are  nnlmpalred. 

A bird  watcher,  who  before  the  war 
•pent  many  hours  studying  the  ways  of 
lesser-known  migrants,  said  that  although 
many  areas,  formerly  protected,  had  tod>e 
Invaded  by  the  military,  the  soldiers  had 
shown  consldeiatiun  Tor  bird  life  apd  not 
one  case  had  been  reported  of  wild  blrd.s 
bemg  shot. 

Many  officers  had  taken  steps  to  insure 
that  wild  blrd.1  In  the  arca.^  under  Uieir 
control  had  received  as  much  protection 
a.>  was  possible  m times  of  war. 

The  noise  of  bombs  and  guns  does  not 
appear  to  unsettle  most  birds,  but  it  has 
been  noticed  that  gulls  become  extra 
noisy  whenever  there  is  heavy  gunfire  in 
their  neighborhood. 

Ants  Carry  a Parasol 

None  or  the  insects  is  quite  as  in- 
teresiing.  nor  do  as  many  wonderful 
things  as  the  anU  that  are  always  getting 
in  the  way  when  you  take  a walk.  There 
is  one  kind  that  actually  keeps  servant 
ants  to  wait  on  them,  clean  up  the  house, 
hurst  the  bsblea.  snd  take  them  out'  for 
an  airing  when  the  weather  Is  fine. 

And  there  ii  another  kind  that  keeps 
kUit  insect  cows,  and  when  they  get 
hungry,  they  go  out  and  milk  one.  Then 
there  are  the  farmer  ants  that  clear  up 
the  ground  near  the  nesU,  and  plant  It 
111  certain  kinds  of  grass  that  they  feed 
on,  so  that  they  will  have  their  fodder 
right  at  hand  when  they  need  It  and  will 
not  have  to  go  searching  all  over  the 
country  for  something  to  eat 
There  are  soldier  ants,  big  strong  fel- 
lows. that  do  the  fighting  for  the  colony 
when  other  ants  attack  them,  and  there 
are  working  ants  and  ants  that  do  noth- 
ing but  loaf,  and  get  In  the  way  of  others. 

But  maybe  you  have  never  heard  of  (he 
Parasol  AnU.  Well,  they  carry  UlUe  green 
parasols  held  over  their  backs:  the.se  are 
made  by  cutting  out  a perfectly  round 
patch  from  a leaf,  and  to  make  them  look 
even  more  like  little  umbrellas  they  leave 
a slender  piece  for  the  handle,  so  they  can 
be  easily  carried  The  anU  do  not  carry 
these  curious  little  contrapiions  to  protect 
them  from  the  sun.  as  we  do  umbrellas, 
but  the  little  round  pieces  of  leaf  are  used 
for  stick Ag  on  the  walls  of  their  nesU  to 
keep  the  dirt  from  caving  In. 

But  when  a number  of  anU  are  walking 
along  one  behind  the  other,  each  one  with 
a bit  of  leaf  held  over  tU  back,  you  can't 
help  thinking  of  a congregation  of  little 
black  people  going  home  from  church  on 
a hot.  Summer  day. 

The  little  disks  are  as  round  as  U they 
had  been  marked  out  with  a compass,  and 
then  cut  with  a aharp  pair  of  aclssora  — 
how  they  manage  to  cut  thepx  in  such 
perfect  circles,  nobody  has  ever  found  out, 
but  somehow  they  do. 

Another  curious  thing  about  the  little 
Parasol  AnU  Is  that  they  are  all  nearly 
exactly  the  same  slse— just  a else  smaller 
than  a silver  dime.  When  they  get  their 
umbrallas  home,  they  don't  put  them  In  a 
rack  tai  the  halL  but  they  moUUn  them 
with  a sticky  saliva,  and  plaster  them 
smoothly  against  the  wall,  one  over- 
lapping the  other  like  shingles  on  s roof. 
Hun  ih«r  trot  back  and  eul  out  aoolhsr. 


very  brink  or  a precipice,  and  tiny  lambs, 
lagging  behind  from  sheer  fatigue,  must 
be  carried  occasionally. 

At  last  the  peasanU  waiting  at  Belalp 
perceive  the  long  line  of  sheep  cautiously 
stepping  down  the  mountain  side.  A rush 
IS  made  to  catch  a first  glimpse  of  them 
as  they  approach  the  village  and  are 
driven  to  a spacious  corral  fbr  the  night. 
By  about  7 p.m.  the  herds,  numbering  from 
ftOO  to  i.OOO  head,  are  together,  ready  for  a 
preliminary  inspection  by  their  owners. 
A merry  "Sheep  Dinner"  follows  this 
function.  f 

Early  on  Mcmday  begins^  the  task  of 
storing  the  animals.  From  the  general 
corral  the  identified  sheep  sre  then  led 
to  the  smaller  "owner's  enclosures."  A 
pasture-fee  of  twenty-five  centimes  per 
sheep  has  to  be  paid  at  that  time  by  ihs 
farmers. 

Washing  the  sheep  Is  next  on  the  pro- 
gramme. Each  peasant  drives  hla  flock  of 
twenty  to  thirty  animals  to  the  Alpsee. 
The  sturdiest  member  of  the  herd  is  now 
driven  or  thrown  into  the  lake  and  aa 
soon  a.s  their  leader  begins  to  swim  to- 
ward the  opposite  bank,  the  rest  of  the 
flock  follows.  This  cleansing  process  is 
necessarUy  accompanied  by  plenty  of 
noise,  but  as  soon  as  the  animals  have 
crossed  the  lake,  the  brilliant  sunshine 
and  mountain  breeze  accomplish  a thor- 
ough drying  within  a few  hours. 

Then,  one  by  one.  the  herds  and  their 
owners  leave  for  their  homes,  where  the 
all-important  work  of  shearing  u Imme- 
diately begun.— Karl  EgU.

Big  and  Strong 

PARASOL  anU  are  big  and  strong,  and 
they  keep  everytlung  about  the  hou.se 
in  apple-pie  order— any  trash  or  dirt  Is  at 
once  picked  up  and  carried  outdoors.

^6  of  them  dies,  the  dead  ant  Is  carried 
quite  a distance  from  the  entrance  and 
burled  out  of  sight.  They  do  not  have 
regular  cemeteries,  but  each  dead  ant  is 
buried  in  a different  place,  and  some- 
times they  seem  to  have  a hard  time  find- 
ing a suitable  spot,  so  the  body  is  carried 
from  place  to  place  for  a long  time  before 
it  Is  buried. 

There  is  another  kind  of  ant  that  eats 
little  pine  needles,  and  they  carry  the 
needles  on  their  backs  to  the  nest,  ju.Ht 
like  a man  would  curry  a gun.  and  the 
funny  part  Is  that  right  where  the  load 
re.sts  on  the  head,  there  Is  a deep  groove 
that  keeps  It  from  slipping  and  falling  off. 

In  some  ways  ants  are  more  like  people 
than  other  insecis,  for  if  two  meet  In  the 
road,  no  matter  how  big  a load  they  may 
be  carrying,  or  how  big  a hurry  they  are 
in.  they  always  stop  and  rub  feelers,  which 
is  the  ant  way  of  saying  ' Hellot  How'rw 
things?" 

If  an  ant  is  lugging  home  a worm  or  a 
grasshopper,  that  Is  most  loo  heavy  for 
It.  It  whll  stop  the  first  ant  U meets,  and 
say,  "Oive  me  a lift,  brother!"  and  the
